ACTS WHICH STARTLE EVEN 
HIS FRIENDS. 
*LACATING AN ENEMY AND REWARDING 
A POLITICIAN—TBE MONTANA PROC- 
LAMATION—OPINIONS ABOUT OHIO. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 11.—The President to-day 
made the following appointments: 

Second uty Commissioner of Pensions— 
DHARLES P. LINCOLN of Michigan, vice Joseph 
J. Bartlett, resigned. 

Receiver of Public Moneys—C. C. GOODALE of 
Colorado, at Lamar, Col, vice Frank 4H. 
Bohruck, resigned. 

First Lieutenant, Revenue Service—JOHN M. 
RHODES, vico J. W. Congdon, promoted. 


Col. G P. Lincoln, appointed Second Deputy 
Commissioner of Pensions, was born at Cold 
Water, Mich., 1n 1842. In 1861 he enlisted in 
the army for three months’ service, at the end 
of which he raised a company in the Nineteenth 
Michigan Volunteers, of which he was mace 
Captain. He served in this position uatil he 
Was mustered out of the service in June, 1864. 
In 1875 he was given a Consulship to China b 
Presiaent Grant, which position be held until 
1881, when he returned to Washington and be- 
gan the practice of law. He was elected Com- 
Mander of the Department of the Potomac, 
Grand Army of the Republic, for 1888. He 
is a etanch Republican and has always 
taken an active part in all of the important po- 
litical campaigns, He and Gen. Raum, the Com- 
missioner of Pensions, are warm personal 
friends. ae 


The Grand Army men of the District are al- 
ready criticising the appointment of Lincoln 
and expressing their astonishment at the Presi- 


dent’s selection.. It seems that very few mem- 
vers of the Grand Army of the District knew 
that he was to be chosen. Leading men in the 
order declare that they will not be credited 
with him, for they did not ask that he be made 
Deputy Commissioner. It looks to them as if 
Gen. Kaum had personally chosen the wan be- 
cause Lincoln had patronized him. 

Lincoln has been, like some, of the other men 
decerated with appointments by the present 
Executive, a man who has treated Harrison as 
&man of small account. Itis related of him 
that he once presented him a list requesting 
@ certain lecturer to address a district audience, 
and, being snubbed by Harrison, he told of his 
bad treatment to prove Harrison’s incapacity 
for graceful civility... He was opposed tu Har- 
rison’s nomination for President and curtly 
expressed his disapproval of the nomination of 
“such a chump.” For once, therefore, the 
President appears to have been magnanimous, 
and to have attempted the capture of ade- 
tractor by giving him patronage. 

That the appointment was‘not altogether a 
sudden one is evident from the fact that the 
news of his appointment is accompanied, in 
this afternoon's paper, with a very good por- 
trait of the man, together with a well-expand- 
ed sketch of his military career. Grand army 
men who know him say that he is not a good 
lawyer, and that his ‘mauner will be s0 lofty, 
in office, that old soldiers who attempt to reach 
him will be compelled to use stepladders to do 
so. The men of the organization who are most 
influential in the District, and who did most to 
drill the soldiers for Harrison in 1888, feel as if 
they had been ignored in this matter, and may 
imerease, by their utterances, they, irritation 
already provoked by the dismissal of Corporal 
Tanner. ose 

The President and Secretary Blaine, who 
alone engineered the sudden admission of Mon- 
tana into the Union Friday—unlucky day, per- 


haps, for them—so as to dispossess the Terri- 
torial Judges and seat the newly-elected 
Republicans, are tinding apologists tor their 
action and giving them material for ingenious 
excases. ' 

These excuses point to the language of the 
Evabling act as requiring the President, as soon 
as be had ascertained that all of the provisions 
of the act had been complied with, to issue the 
prociamation. The direction is not mandatory 
as to the instant when the signature of the Pres- 
ident has to be affixed. If it was, according to 
Mr. Blaine’s own story the President could have 
signed the prociamation Thursday, when the 
paper was laid before him by the Secretary of 
state. No account is given the ne ty 
that was discovered between Thursday after- 
noon—when, if. there ie any force in the argu- 
ment that the President ought to have signea 
the proclamation as soon as he had found that 
the act of Congress bad been complied with, it 
should have been signed—and Friday morning, 
constraining him to rush the proclamation out 
before the mecvting of the Cabinet at noon. 

Several members of the Cabinet are wonder- 
ing in this way, too, and are secretly ventur- 
ing the opinion that, as high officers of the 
Government, they are receiving scant consider- 
ation. The President is justified by his defend- 
ers on the ground that he nas proceeded abso- 
lutely according to law. But as they give him 
the discretion to hold back the proclamation 
for a day in order to satisfy himeelf that it was 
proper to issue it, there does not appear to be 
anything in the act that would have prevented 
him from withholding it a day or a week longer. 
Such a pause, however, might have provoked 
“‘ frank, if brutal” criticism from Sanders and 
other Republicans in Montana who are relying 
upon Harrison to help them into the United 
States Senate. 


During the campaign in Indianain 1888 vis- 
«tors to Indianapolis who went to the Repub- 
lican headquarters were always brought into 


contact with aman named Thomas Ryan, who 
was introduced, with a great deal of impress- 
liveness, asa converted Democrat, aman who 
had for years been an ardent opponent of the 
Republican Party, but who bad seen a new 
light and accepted protection and Republican- 
ism without reservation. 

Persons of an inquiring turn of mind learned 
something more about this valued convert. Up 
te and for seme time afier the election of Cleve- 
land he had besn a Democrat. Through the in- 
fluence of his brother, Vice President Hendricks 
had been induced to secure for Ryan the posi- 
tion of United States Agent at the Seal Isiands 
of Alaska. The Democratic Administration that 
appointed him was obliged to dismiss him from 
the service when the complaint, apparently 
well supported, was made that his habits were 
baa aud that he had been selling whisky to the 
Indians. At all events he was recalled, and 
when Harrison was nominated he hadi become 
converted into a zealous Republican. He was 
not content to be an idle and unremunerated 
member of the party. Like Hendricks, Har- 
rigon has been prevailed upon to do something 
for him, and he has done a great deal better 
than a Democratic President would or could 
have done for & man with such a record. 

Mr. Austin P.Brown,an Indiana Democrat who 
has very honestly and creditably hela the office of 
Chief of the Horse Claims Division of the Third 
Auditor’s office, resigned, and Ryan, with all 
his imperfections on his head, was pushed by 
Harrison into his place, which is one of respon- 
sibility and some danger, for a man named 
Harvey, who once held it, is now in Alban 
Penitentiary for having presumed upon forbid- 
den opportunities in the place to get rich. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made to obtain from 
the Treasury Department a record of Ryan’s 
career as an Officer of the Government, but they 
have all been met with the statement that the 
President had forbidden the record to be given 
out. As this is the President’s personal ap- 
pointment, and one about which he was solicit- 
ous, it 18 altozether desirable, in order to save 
him from the suspicion of carelessness an‘ to 
prevent scandal, that the record should be kept 
dark.

He has 
een in office four years, and has made a great 
many appointments and a great many disappoint- 
ments, Ohio has a large number of people who 
think @ man ought not to climb too high in politics, - 
and persons of this sort, who-are Republicans, 
acratched Foraker’s name. A bitter, brutal. per- 
sonal fight. was made on him, and next to him on 
the Republican candidates for the Legislature.’

The effect upon him of his interview with the 
President was evident when be remarked to a 
friend with emphasizing gestures: 

“T wouldn't kick if Harrison failed to follow my 
advice in filling the offices in my State, or eveu 
in my own district. I wouldn’t find fault if he 
refused to listen to my advice, but I’ll be hanged 
if I like to be told by the President, or anybody 
else, aimost in so Many words, that my presence 
is not desired at the Vhite House.” 

Other Republicans who have met the Presi- 
dent within the last seven days are talking in 
much the same strain, and even in the various 
executive departments there is a very percept- 
ible feeling of irritation, which can be traced 
back tothe White Bouse library as its source, 


The Board of Bureau Chiefs in the Navy De- 
partment having in charge the preparing of 
plans for the new vessels authorized by Con- 


gress is moving altogether too slow!y to suit 
Secretary Tracy. It holds frequent meetings 
in the office of Chief Naval Constructor Wilson, 
and the Secretary dropped in at the meeting 
to-day to see what progress is being made. 

Congress has appropriated for eight vessels 
that have not yet been contracted for, as fol- 
lows: One armored oruiser of 7,500 tons dis- 
placement; one protected cruiser of 5,300 tons; 
one practice cruiser, for the Nava) Academy, 
of about 800 tons; one armored cruising moni- 
tor (the so-called Thomas vessel) of 3,030 tons; 
two protected cruisers of 1,000 tons each; one 
harbor-defense ram of 2,000 tons, and dynamite 
cruiser No. 2. Of these vessels only three—the 
two 1,000-ton cruisers; known as Nos, 12 and 13 
and the Naval Academy practice vessel—are 
ready for vontract, and advertisements are now 
being prepared and will probably be issued this 
week. They will be followed soon by either the 
cruising monitor or the 5,300-ton vessel, and 
the otners will be pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible. 

Itis probable that the future advertisements 
for shipbuilding bids will fix a limit to the 
amount of air pressure to be allowed in the fire 
rooma when running under forced draught. This 
action is contemplated in view of the large 
number of boilers that have been quickly 
burned ovtin English ships when forced draught 
has been used to any extent. All the new ves- 
sels being designed for the American Navy, 
however, are given more boiler capacity in pro- 
portion to the expected horse power than is 
usual in English ships, and consequently there 
will be leas occasion to resort to forced draught. 


Mr. Marshall Cushing, an extremely clever 
newspaper man, has been appointed by Post- 
master General Wanamaker to be his private 


secretary. Mr. Cushing isa Hingham boy, and 
was prepared for his_ professional work in 
Harvard. He afterward flied the of maan- 
aging editor in the office of the Boston Globe, 
came to Washington with Henry Cabot Lodge 
as that gentieman’s private secretary, and dur- 
ing the last two years has been a correspondent 
for the Boston Advertiser, the New-York Press, 
and the Graphic. He 18 not only capable, but 
agreeable, and the Postmaster General will 
have the opportunity of enjoying the intimate 
society of a very genial and wholesome person 
as long as Mr. Cushing remains his private sec- 
retary. rs 

Paymaster General Rochester reports the 
amount deposited by enlisted men during the 
year as $383,798, a slight decrease from the 


amount deposited during the previous year. 
The decrease may be due to the fact that, 
owing to the more frequent payments, the en- 
listed men who usually made deposits of small 
amounts do not feel inclined, on receipt of only 
half the sum, to deposit so large a proportion 
ofit. To encourage these men and to give them 
every opportunity to save their money it is rec- 
ommended that the minimum limit to the 
amount that may be deposited be reduced from 
$5 to $3. 


W. G. Allen, Consul at Kingston, advises the 
Department of State that arrangements are 
now being made for holding an exhibition on 
the island of Jamaica, in the Winter of 1890-91, 
under Government auspices. A large space 
will be given in the exposition buildings to ex- 
hibits from the United States, which will be ai- 
mitted free of duty. Consul Alien writes that 
he believes the opportunity will be a good one 
for the exhibition of sugar machinery, such as 
1s manufactured by machine shops in America.

MAKING GOOD A _ DEFICIT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 11.—Ata meeting of the 
stockholders of the’ Tradesmen’s National Bank 
of Conshohocken this afternoon it was decided 
that the stockholders should asrume the re- 


sponsibility of raising the deficit of $90,000, 
the amount of the defalcation, thus returning 
to the treasury of the bank every dollar that 
was stolen, The capital of the bank is to be 
reduced from $100,000 to $50,000. The re- 
quired amount will probably be raised ina 
couple of days, and then the entire assets of 
ex-Cashier Cresson Will become the property of 
the stockholders, and it is thought that by that 
method the money taken will be entirely recov- 
ered. 

Director George Wood said: “ Our organiza- 
tion will be compieted as soon as the Bank Ex- 
aminer, Mr. James, has completea his report 
and has presented it tu the Controller. When 
that is done the United States Government will 
turn the bank over to the Directors, and by that 
time I hope everything will be running smooth- 
] ”

FATAL POWDER EXPLOSION. 


PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 11.—An explosion of 
flash powder occurred at the chemical manu- 
facturing establishment of Wiley & Wallace, 
123 North Seventh-street, this afternoon, by 
which three men were instantly killed, one fa- 
tally injured, and another seriously injured. 

The building and stock were badly damaged, 
all of the windows and bottles being smashed, 
the lower floors torn up, and the walls damaged. 
Mr. Wiley, one of the killed, was thirty-eight 
years old, and lived in Germantown. He was 
the senior member of the firm, and leaves a 
widow and several children. The other two 
killed were the chemist, Mr. Rinedoliar, and a 
man named Lippman.

ROME’S FAITHFOL VOTARIES 


OPENING OF THE GREAT CATH- 
OLIC OONGRESS. 

CARDINAL GIBBONS WELCOMES THE 
DELEGATES, AND DANIEL DOUGH- 
ERTY’S ELOQUENCE. AROUSES THEM: 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 11.—Two remarkable utter- 
ances, each by a remarkable man, thrilled the 
Catholic laymen of America assembled here to- 
day. It was the first session of the first Cath- 
olic Lay Congress on the soilof the United 
States, and more unlike-appearing men than the 
two leading speakers could probably nowhere 
be found. The pair were Danicl Dougherty of 
New-York’ and the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Baltimore. . 

Cardinal Gibbons’s address was in the nature 
of an intormal incident of the proceedings, yet 


its importance and significance were manifest to 
every listener. Standing in bia shining robes of 
otlice betore the congress he proceeded to speak 
as tollows: : 

GENTLEMEN: In the —_- of such an array of elo- 
quence I am sorry to interrupt the proceedings 
even for a single moment, but in my own name and 
in the name of the Catholic clergy and laity of the 
Archdiocese of Baltimore—and I may venture to add, 
alsv, in the name of the entire community without 
regard to faith or creed—I tender to you all a most 
oe: eee to the city of Baltimore. [Ap- 
Pp 

When the question of holding a congress at this 

articular time was first broached to me I did not 

avor the Leng bay because I feared there would not 

be sufficient time to dispose of the subjects that 
would be presented to your consideratiou. I fore- 
saw that the proceedings of the congress would be 
dovetailed or sandwiched, so to speak, between the 
great ceremonial of yesterday and the ceremony of 
the dedication of the Catholic University of 
Washingtou, and when you sandwich a body be- 
tweem two other bodies it is much the worse 
for the body that is sandwiched, [laughter and 
applause,] for you deprive the individual of his 
breath, aad, above all, P fe take away from him the 
power of speech. But I was compelled to yield to 
the solicitations and representations made to me 
by some of my honored friends in the Western 
pest of the country, [laughter,] whose opinions I 

ave great respect for and whom I personally love, 
and you know that tne people of the West are not 
very easily suppressed. [Laughter.] In fact, [ 
may add that they are absolutely irrepressible, és- 
pecially when they are under the leadership of sach 
@ great Champion of faith and country as the Arch- 
bishop of St. Paul. [Applause.] 

Although the time is short. I hope that this con- 
gress will not be held in vain. It will teach us 
many lessons. It will be of service to all of us asa 
school of information and prepare us for holding a 
more elaborate convention at soms future day. [Ap- 
plause.] And, gentlemen, it serves another good 
purpo-e. Itemphasizes and vindicates the impor- 
tant fact that the laity have the right and have 
also the duty of co-operating with the clergy in 
every good measure aifecting the interests of so- 
ciety, of the country, and of the Church at large; 
and for my part I must say that I have had for a 
long time at heart a desire to see the laity and the 
clergy come more closely together. [Applause. ] 

I think thatin some respects they have been too 
far and too wide apart, and if the clergy are, as they 
alwaya will be, the divinely-constituted organs for 
preaching the Word of God to the faithful—the 
organs ot faith and morals—then on their part the 
clergy have very much to learn from the laity, froin 
the wisdom and discussion, from the experience, 
and, above all, from the worldly knowledge of the 
Catholic laity of this country. [Appiause.] And 
it seems to me that there is no country on the face 
of the earth where thé clergy and laity should be 
more united and should more correspond and co-op- 
erate with one another than in these United States, 
The clergy are supported by the laity, our churches 
are érected by the laity, our schools are sustained 
by them, and the salaries of the clergy are handed 
to them, not on a silver salver of the Government, 
but from the warm hands and hearts of the people 
themselves. [Applause. } 

Gentlemen, I think that on this occasion you will 
take heart when you see the intelligence and the 
numbers that are here assembled. In union there 
is atrength, in the physical order and in the social 
and in the moral. A drop .of water 1s powerless 
by itself, but let drops of water be multiplied a 
million fold and they become the vast and mighty 
Mississipp1, bearing upon its bosom the treasures 
of the prairies of the West. A single thread is veny 
weak indeed in itself, but let many threads be 
joined together and they become a puwerfal cable, 
capable of sustaining the strongest vessels, and in 
like manner, gentlemen, by your ce- perate union, 
by your organization, you will become a tower of 
strength in this country; you will become a great 
power, a great vital force, and, thanks be to God, 
you will become & power, not unto deatruction, but 
unto edification. Me Sage rome You will become a 
strong power, not like Samson to puil down the 
walls of our political Constitution, bat to sustain 
and to uphold and to build them up. [Applfuse.] 


The twelve hundred delegates to the first 


}-congress of the Catholic laymen of the United 


States was called to order shortly before noon 
to-day by the Hon. W. J. Onahan of Chicago. 
Every seat iu Concordia Hall was tilled and the 
galleries were crowded with spectators. 

The first applause of the assembly was elicited 
by the entrance vf ex-Gov. John Lee Carroll 
with Archbisbup Ireland of 8t. Paul and Mr, 
Onahan. Archbishop Ireiand briefly invoked 
the Divine blessing. Ina few spirited remarks 
introducing ex-Gov. Carroll as temporary Chair- 
man Mr. Onahan mentioned the name of Pope 
Leo. Instantly there were handclapping and 
cheers all over the hali, soon growing intoa 
tumult of enthusiasm. The scene was a notable 
one as the delegates swung their hate and 
shouted a greeting to the Roman Pontiff Mr. 
Onahan’s suggestion that he hoped in the not 
far future to see an international congress of 
lay Catbolies also met with hearty approval. 

Ex-Gov. Carroll, on taking the chair, was 
warmly applauded. He said: ‘It may be that 
the question will be asked, By what authority 
is this congress held, and under what law does 
it assemble? Inreply to this we would suggest 
by the sanction of his Eminence the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Baltimore and the distinguished 
prelates who now surround us, and by virtue of 
the authority of the Constitution of the United 
States.” He said that this congress, s0 auspl- 
ciously begun, wili be but the forerunner of 
others yet to come, and tnat the Catholics of 
the Unitea States will look to these congresses 
with pride and satisfaction. The congress has 
but two great purposes at heart—the glory and 
progress of the Catholic Cuourch and the con- 
tinued prosperity of the Amerivan people. {|Ap- 
plause, long continued, }

This congress is an-event in the history of the 
Kepublic, an era in American progress, an advance 
in humanity, @ move of earth toward heaven. 
Cailed to your presence, theme after theme comes 
flashing through my brain and swelling in my 
bosom. A single exultant thought I shall give ut- 
terance to and then resume my seat. 

We Catholics, Roman Catholics, American Roman 
Catholics, proud, high-spirited, ang sensitive as any 
of our countrymen, have silently submitted to 
wrongs and injustices in manifold shapes and from 
time- immemorial. Away back in colonial years 
Catholics suffered the direst cruelties. Talk of the 
slaves ot the South in ante-war times! Why, they 
were treated like-high-bred guests when compared 
with Catholics 10 colonial days. Itis the ** damned 
spot” that will not ‘‘out.” The only reiigious mar- 
tyrs who ever stained our fajr land with iife blood 
were Roman Catholics, spurnéd with suspicion, dis- 
franchised, persecuted for opinion’s sake, hunted as 
criminals, and punished with death by infamous 
laws. 

We have from time to time been slandered, vili- 

fied, and maligned in newspapers, pamphlets. and 
books, in speech and sermon, sectarian assembly, 
political convention, and even in the Congress of 
the United States. We have been proscribed at the 
baliot box. The highest honors of the Republic are 
denied us by a prejudice that has ail the force of a 
constitutional enactment. In integrity, intellect, 
ani accomplishments the equals of our fellows, yet 
the instances are rare when Catholics are tendered 
exalted distinctions. The exercises of our holy 
religion ag a right are denied the suffering, the sick 

and unfortunate ip many institutions of charity, and 
to criminals in prisons and penitentiariee. Though 
the rank and file of the army and navy are largely 
of our creed, the Catholic Chaplains are fewer than 
the tingers of one hand. It is said that Catholio 
Tndiaus have Protestant teachers. Churches have 

been burned, convents have been pillaged, and 
libraries destroyed. Aye, political parties in the 

past have sought to deprive us of oar political 

rights, and we are branded as tools of a foreign 

potentate and unworthy to enjoy the name of Amér- 

icans. 

The time has come, not of our seeking, but in the 
course of events, when we, the Roman Catholic 
laity of the United states, can with propriety 
speak, can vindicate ourselves—not by harsh words, 
heated retorts. nor defiant threats, but calmly yet 
firmly, charitably yet proudly, conscious of the in- 
tegrity of our motives ani the impregnability of 
our position. We assert that we are pre-eminently’ 
Americans, that there would. be no America, that 
the continent would be to-day unknown, had it not 
been for Roman Catholics aud the Roman Catholic 
Church; that that liberty which 1s the essence of 
all liberty—freeiom to worship God—was first 
established in America by Koman Catholics and 
Roman Catholics alone. It was priests, aye, 
Jesuit missiouaries, who first sought and explored 
our land, penetrated into the wilderness, tracked 
the streunis, and gave sainted names to localities, 
bays, lakes, and rivers. The first worship here o 
the true God was the holy sacrifice of the mass. 

Catholic nations were the first.to come to the 
rescue of our Revolutionary fathers in the war 
against the greatest of Protestant powers. A 
Koman Catholic was among the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. The name of Arch- 
bishop Carroll ip forever. linked with Benjamin 
Franklin in the mission to. Canada. Catholics have 
given heroos to the Kepublic in every war, and in 
every battle on field or tlood Catholics have sealed 
their devotion with soeir lives. Aud now the Roman 
Catholic laity of the United States, for the first 
time in congress assembled, are here to proclaim to 
ali the world that their’country is tied to every 
fibre of their ete 9 end pe mortel power can shake 
their loving allegience to its Constitution and its

population, Catholics have seeeepret all. From 
40,000 they have become 10,000,00v. From a de- 
spised people they are a mighty power. In every 
avenue of industry and intellect they are the peers 
of their fellow-men. Their schools and colleges, 
libraries, asylums, and hospitals are scattered near 
and far. In every village, steeple or tower, tipped 
with the cross, tells where Catholics pray. In every 
town splendid churches gather each morning 
thousands of-.worshippers. In every metropolis a 
cathedral lifts its massive wails High above sur- 
rounding piles, or, with its stately dome, crowns 
the city’s brow. 

Our grandad old Church is the protector of learning. 
She it was who rescued the inestimable jeweis of 
classic lore from the ruins of the Roman Empire, 
preciously preserved them through the convual- 
sions of a thousand years, and gave them to the 
printer’s art to enrich the learning, elevate the 
style, and adorn the literature of every language 
to the end of time. She is the pioneer of civiliza. 
tion. She was the fonnder of States, the framer of 
laws, the conservator of order, the champion of the

tt was when footsore and downhearted at the 
porch of a monastery hope dawned on him. It was 
‘a monk who first encouraged him. It was a Cardinal 
who interceded_ with the sovereigns of Spain. It 
was a Catholic King who fitted out the ships and a 
Catholic Queen who offered her jewels as a pledge.

Why, the broad seal of the Catholic Church is 
stamped forever on the four corners of the couti- 
nent. Therefore let us in mind, heart, and soul re- 
joice at the triumph of our country and glory in our 
creed. The one gives us constitutional freedom on 
earth, the other, if faithful to its teachings, insures 
an eternity in heaven. 

All through Mr. Dougherty’s address there 
were outbursts of cheers as his burning words 
fell upon the audience. At the conclusion the 
cheering was renewed again and again, while 
the dignitaries on the stage, Bishops and Arch- 
bishops among them, crowded around him and 
shook him warmly by the hand. 

Father Nugent, a distinguished clergyman of 
Liverpool, England; the Hon. Honoré Mercier, 
Prime Minister of Quebec, and ex-United 
States Senator Francis A. Kernan of New- 
York followed in brief addresses congratulat- 
ing the congress on its successful inauguration. 

Cardinal Gibbons, in his scarlet robes, en- 
tered the hall while Senator Kernan was speak- 
ing, accompanied by a committee of laymen, 
which the congress by vote at the beginning of 
the session had sent to invite him to be present. 
Side by side with Cardifal Gibbons, and in 
equally brilliant array, was Cardinal Tasche- 
reau of Canada. The two Cardinals were 
heartily cheered by the congress as they made 
their way through the aelegates to the plat- 
form. The Cardinals were formally introduced 
to the congress by Chairman Carroll, and Car- 
dinal Gibbons then made his address to the 
delegates. The temporary organization of the 
congress was then made permanent and a short 
recess followed. 

The Committee on Resolutions was announced 
on reassembling as follows: Judge Morgan J. 
O'Brien of New-York, the Hon. William Walsh 
of Maryland, Jobn B. Callahan of Pennsylvania, 
the Hon. W. L. Kelly of Minnesota, Henry F. 
Brownson of Detroit, Judge Sumes of Louisiana, 
the Hon. Davidson Carroil of Arkansas, C. A. 
Maier of Illinois, John C. Donnelly of Michigan, 
Robert E. Lenihan of Iowa, and M. W. O’Brien 
of Michigan. 

A committee to waiton the President of the 
United States was appointed as follows: Chuir- 
man, John Lee Carroll, Marylaud; J. J. O’Don- 
ohue, New-York; Major Jobn Byrne, Ohio; 
Richard Storrs Willis, Michigan; H. J. Spaun- 
horstt, Missouri; John D. Kelly, New-York; Dr. 
Jonn Guerin, Ulinois; the Hon. Francis Kernan, 
NewYork; Col. B. T. Dubal, Kansas; Daniel A. 
Rudd, Ohio; Anthuny Kelly, Minnes6ta; Alex- 
ander P. Morse, District of Columbia; M. Glen- 
non, Virginia; J. B. Coleman, Louisiana; Daniel 
Troy, Alabama. 

The regular work of the congress now began 
by the reading of the first paper, “ Catholic 
Congresses,”’ by the historian, John Gilmary 
Shea of New-York. Mr. Shea, after referring to 
the fact that thisis the first congress of the 
kind ever heid in the United States and brietly 
reviewing the work of similar bodies in Europe, 
sald: 

‘* Assembled here on the one hu ndredth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the episcopate, we are to 
consider the great general interests. Catholics 
have suffered by seizure of church property, by the 
infringement of the religious rights of soldiers aud 
sailors, and, most of all, by the the unjust working 
of the Indian Department, by which the efforts of 
inissionaries are copstantly broken up. In dealing 
with these questivns a permanent committee of 
the congress could effect mach, 

“In the several States questions arise in which 
Catholic rights in matters of education, wiils, tree- 
dom of worshipfin penal and eleemosynary institu- 
tions, and church property comeup. A congress 
in these can co-operate with local bodies. ‘There 
seems to be a need, however, of a general legal 
board to act for Catholic interests throughout the 
country. There are thus many vital questions for 
the consideration of a lay congress, and their dis- 
cussion can..ot fail to arouse Catholics throughout 
tbe country to deliberation and action that the 
faith may be handed down intact from sire to sun. 
This year the congresses at Bochum and Munich in 
most decisive terms upheld the necessity of the 
liberty and independence of the Pope being guaran- 
teed by the restoration of his temporal sovereignty. 
This congress can repeat these words,” ; 

The next paper was one by Major Henry F. 
Brownson of Detroit on the “‘ Lay Action in the 
Church.” Major Brownson took the ground 
thatin this country there were no embarrass- 
ing entanglements of Church and State thwart- 
ing the right aspirations of laymen, and he be- 
lieved in the fuilest, freest discussion and 
avtion here on the vart of the laity. They knew 
their duties and their rights, and knew the 
moral penalties of overstepping bounds, It 
was better that men should sometimes fall into 
involuntary error than that they should stag- 
nate in silence and imbeoility. Catholic voters 


. should hold their suffrage as a sacred trust and 


vote honestly, neither buying nor selling their 
own or another’s vote. it would do muoh, if 
not all, to bring our elections to their pristine 
purity and go far to solve the question of tem- 
perance. 

Charles J. Bonaparte eloquently discussed 
“The Independence of the Holy See,” the ne- 
cessity for which he enthusiastically upheld. 
He gave a Viviti sketch of the changing condi- 
tions from the time of Charlemagne to the mo- 
ment of the Italian Government’s forcible dep- 
rivation of Pius IX. of all temporal authority 
and the enactment of the ‘‘ Law of Guarantees” 
rece eA the Italian Parliament professed to 
guard the Papal rights. The vital part of the 
paper was the conclusion, which was substan- 
tially as follows: 


“It has been suggested that the more important 
provisious of the “Law of Guarantees” might be 
embidied in a treaty Detween all the great powers 
and thus obtain an international sanction. [ think 
this suggestion looks 1n the right direction. One 
day the independence of the Holy See may perhaps 
be warranted by diplomacy, but when it affords a 
solution for this great problem diplomacy will be 
the mouthpiece of a practically unanimous public 
opinion throughout the Catholic, I may say, the 
whole Christian, world, # public opinion which Ital- 
ians will respect, not so much because they fear as 
because they share it. A real solution will never 
be found in bargains between Kings and Cabinets, 
nor in the accidents of wars or revolutions, The 
ultimate sanction for the liberty of the Holy See 
must be neither military force nor the words of 
compacts, however solemn, but the universal con- 
viction among good men ot all countries that to vio- 
late it would be to wrong mankind. - 

“T believe that no one can contemplate the past of 
the Papacy without feeling that it savors of pre- 
sumption to forecast its future. In these great 
questions God’s ways are not as our ways; we may 
not live to see our prayers answered, but we know 
that in His good season the answer will of a cer- 
tainty come. Let us await with the patience of 
absolute confidence. Nevertheless, we are not to 
be passive spectators. Catholics doless than their 
duty if they fail to say, and to say so loudly and 
plainly that no one can even pretend to mistake 
their meaning, that the Holy See has been and is 
gravely wronged; that against this wrong they 
temperately but Armly protest, and will protest so 
long as it remains uhrighted; that while the tree- 
dom of the Holy See is in jeopardy the Church is 
not at. peace; and that the sovereign Pontiff in 
vindicating this freedom, not as a privilege to be 
given or withheld by avy earthly power, but as an 
inalienable right embraced in His divine commis- 
sion, has and will ever have, the unwavering sup- 
port of all his spiritual children. And for the Cath- 
qhcs of America, I say this now and here, a subject 
he cannot be.” 

At the conclusion of Col. Bonaparte’s address 
the congress adjourned until] to-morrow.

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DETEOIIVES ARREST A LONG- 
SOUGHT OPERATOR. 
SOME OF THE TRANSACTIONS IN WHICH 
HE AND HIS ACCOMPLICE SECURED 
MUCH VALUABLE BOOTY. 


In a cell at Police Headquarters there was 
confined yesterday a man who, by his boiduess 
and shrewdness, has swindled many jewelers 
and other tradesmen in this and other cities, 
and for whom detectives all over the country 
have been looking. He calls himself Samuel 
Lobley. He is about thirty-five yeara old and 
is married. He is very well educated, dresses 
well, and has the manner of a gentieman. 

He was arrested on Sunday night for a crime 
committed over nine years ago. Since the com- 
mission of the crime he has been in prison, and 
there are enough complaints for swindling 
registered against him now to keep him in 
prison for the remainder of his days. His father 
was a horse thief and belonged to the notorious 
Briggs and Pickels gang, which was broken up 
pretty effectually in 1874, when its headquar- 
ters in East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth- 
street was raided by the police and twenty-five 
stolen horses were recovered. 

The exploit which first brought the younger 
Lobley to the notice of the police was the one 
for which he is pow under arrest. In 1881 
Lobley went into the jewelry store of Alfred H. 


Smith, 182 Broadway, and purchased $2,500 
worth of goods, for which he tendered a check 
drawn on the Importers ana Traders’ Bank. 
Smith refused to tuke the check unless it was 
certified, and at Lobley’s suggestion he sent a 
clerk with him to the bankon which the check 
was drawn. The clerk carried with him the 
goods, which were to be delivered to the pur- 
chaser on the receipt of the certified check. At 
the bank the clerk remained outside, while 
Lobley wentin. Lobley returned in a few min- 
utes with what purported to be the certitica- 
tion written across the face of the check. The 
clerk received the check and gave up the jew- 
elry. The next day it was discovered thet the 
check was wortbiess and the certification was a 
forgery. 

Lobley was sought for in vain. It was learned 
that he had taken refuge in England. The evi- 
dence in the case was placed before the Grand 
Jury and an indictment tor forgery was found 
against Lobley. Recorder Smyth issued a 
bench warrant for his arrest. Proceedings 
having his extradition in view were begun, but 
before they were completed it was learned that 
Lobley had gone to Canada. It was found that 
he was an inmate of the penitentiary at Kings- 
ton, Ontario, where he was serving out a term 
for swindling a jeweler out of $1,500 worth of 
property. Inspector Byrnes sent an officer with 
Smith’s clerk to the prison, and Lobley was 
identitied. The prison authorities were re- 
request: d toinform the police here before dis- 
charging him. For some reason they failed to 
send word, and Lobley was liberated when his 
term expired. 

While in jail in Kingston he made the ac- 
quaintance of John Clarke, a deposed priest, 
who was serving a term for swindling. Lobley 
and Clarke were released at the same time and 
they put their heads together to concoct 
schemes of plunder, Clarke to make the best 
use of his knowledge and priestly garb in hood- 
winking victims, 

ear g of these schemes were eminently suc- 
cessful. On April 14, 1888, a man in priestly 
garments entered the store of Mrs. Teresa 
Lynch, 929 roadway, and said that he had 
been selected to purchase a gold watch to be 
presented to the rector of St. Alphon- 
sus’s Church, in South Fifth-avenue. He 
selected three watches and directed that 
they be sent to the rectory by a messen- 
ger. ‘hen he went to the rectory and said that 
he had an appointment with one of the parish 

riests, and asked the privilege of waiting for 

im. When the messenger from Mrs. Lynch 
reached the house he was met in the hallway 
by the pretended priest, who took the watches 
from him and said be would show them to the 
rector. He walked through the building and 
out on Thompson-street through the rear door 
of the charch. 

A few days later this same swindler called 
at the jewelry store of Theodore B.Starr, in 
Fifth-avenue, representing himself to ve the 
son of the senior member of the firm of Benziger 
Brothers, publishers of Catholic books, in Bar- 
clay-street. He selected a pair of diamond ear- 
rings for $500, and took a clerk with bim from 
the store te Bonziger Brothers’ estantishment. 
He showed the clerk through the place and 
then, taking the earrings, told the clerk to wait 
until he showed them to his father. The clerk 
waited along time and then discovered that 
the swiadler had departed by tue back door. 

About the same time the swindler visited C. 
Cc. Shayne, the furrier, in Prince-street, and rep- 
resented himself to be a son of Mr. W. H. 
Schieffelin, the wholesale druggist. He swin- 
died Mr. Shayne out of a four-hundred-dollar 
sealskin newmarket in precisely the same man- 
ner, 

In the same month, April, 1888, two jewelers, 
Messrs. l'appan and Simms, in Troy, N. Y.,were 
swindled by a man believed to be either Lobley 
or Clark, who said he was connected with St. 
Joseph’s Provincial Seminary, selected $700 
worth of jewelry and paid for the. goods with 
worthless checks. 

On May 24, 1888, James Hart, a jeweler at 
Fulton and Johnson streets, Brooklyn, was 
swindled by a plausible man clad as a priest, 
who said that he had been delegated to select a 
cross for presentation to the Mother Superior 
of the Sisters of Mercy in charge of St. Paul’s 
Industrial School. He picked out a $400 cross 
which he wanted sent tothe convent. He met 
the messenger at the door of the convent, took 
tbe cross from him to show to the sisters, and 
disappéared with it. Five days later a jeweler 

in ashington, D. C., was swindled out 
of $700 worth of jewelry in a similar fashion. 
In this case the swindler, who is supposed to 
have been Clark, called himself Father Me- 
Carthy. He visited Father McGuirk and ex- 
hibited a certificate of transfer from the Diocese 
of Montreal, showing him to be a priest in 
regular standing. Having imposed on Father 
Mcec@Quirk, he went toa jeweler named Dessio, se- 
lected $700 worth of goods and ordered them 
sent to Father MoGuirk’s house. He met the 
messenger at the door, took the jewelry from 
him, and decamped. 

Two transactions which occurred in 1881 are 
also credited to Lobley. In the Spring of that 
year a young man who said he was the son of 
Jordan Mott called at the jewelry store of 
H, M. Squire, in Fulton-street, and selected 
$2,500 worth of goods. A messenger accom- 
panied him in a cabto Mr. Mott's office, at Beek- 
Man and Cliff street. The young man left the 
messenger in the cab with the jewelry while he 
wentinto the building. In a short time he re- 
turned with a check purporting to be signed by 
Mr. Mott, and gave it to the clerk. He then 
drove back to Mr. Squire’s st6re with the clerk, 
who got out with the bogus check while the 
swindler drove off with the jewels. The other 
transaction in 1881 was the swindling ofa 
jeweler in Providence, R. I., out of $400in a 
similar manner, 

Last July Lobley returned to this city and ob- 
tained employment with the People’s New-York 
and Staten Island Express Company. He 1s ac- 
cused of stealing $400 from the company, and 
aiso of purchasing a team of horses for $600 on 
credit of the company and immediately selling 
the horses, 

In the hunt for the swindlers it was discov- 
ered that Clark is now serving a term of impris- 
onment in Canada. Lobley had married the 
daughter of a respectable man, who is employed 
as the janitor of a large apartment house in the 
upper part of the city. His wife was living 
with ber father, and Lobley was arrested in his 
father-in-law’s rooms by Detective Sergeants 
Sheldon and Heard while he was paying his 
wife avisit on Sunday night. He was yester- 
day taken before Recorder Smyth and remand- 
ea until to-morrow. Inspector Byrnes expects 
to have an army of complainants against him. 








AUDITOR HEWITT RESIGNS. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 11.—Gen. Fayette 
Hewitt, Auditor of Kentucky, resigned his office 
to-day, and the Governor appointed as his suc- 
cessor Major L. C. Norman, who hus been State 
Insurance Commissioner. 
When Treasurer Dick Tate disappeared with 
something like $300,000 of the State funds, and 
the after developments showed that the defal- 
cation had been going on for ten years, there 
Were mutterings against Anditor Hewitt, and it 
was charged that had he been more watchful 
the defalcation could not baye occurred. Two 
apera in\the State went further than this, and 
oldly said the Auditor must have known of the 
shortage. A rigid investigation failed to con- 
nect Gen. Hewitt in any way with the defalca- 
tion. He brought suits for $50,000 damages 
against the two papers: referred .to, and thése 
suits are now pending. He retires to take the 
Presidency of a new bank just established at 
Frankfort.

SAMUEL LOBLEY, SWINDLER 


ASSASSINATED BY A MADMAN, 


THE GOVERNOR OF JALISCO KILLED AT 
THE ENTRANCE TO THE THEATRE, 


City OF MEXICO, Nov. 11.—General of Division 
Ramon Corona, Governor of the important 
State of Jalisco, was mortally wounded Sunday 
afternoon at Guadalajara while entering the 


An ex-gendarme, who had been dismissed from 
his corps, being regarded as demented, rushed 
on the Governor with a drawn knife, inflicting 
four serious wounds in the neck, head, lungs, 
and abdonien. 

The wife of the Governor interposed, trying 
to save her husband from the infuriated assas- 
sin, and was slightly wounded, several knite 
thrusts being fortunately warded off by her 
stays. 

Gov. Corona retained his self-control, and, 
aided by friends, managed to walk to 


his residence, but reaching there, he 
fell fainting, blood issuing from two 
horrible wounds. Fourteen doctors were 
summoned, who remained with the Governor 
all night, but their skillfu) efforts were of no 
avail and he died this morning at 8:30 o’clock. 
Tbe news was immediately telegraphed to this 
city, where it excited a universal sentiment of 
sorrow. The assassin committed suicide. 

Gov. Corona had won great military renown 
in war against the French and Imperialist 
troops in the time of Maximilian, and he subse- 
quently acquired great repute by his successful 
campaign against Lozada, the famous chief of 
the bandits who infested for years that 
portion of the State of Jalisco now organ- 
ized as the Territory of Tepic. Corona fairly 
exterminated those dangerous outlaws, after a 
vigorous and most romantic campaign. He was 
next transferred to the diplomatic corps, serv- 
ing several years as Minister to Spain and Port- 
— and making an excellent reputation. 

eturning to his native country, he was elect- 
ed Governor of Jalisco. He married, some 
twenty-five years ago, Mary McEntee, an 
American lady, a native of New-York City, and 
leaves three children, a son and two daughters. 
His family have long taken a leading place in 
Mexican society, and are well known to hun- 
dreds of Americans. Politically Gen. Corona 
was a member of the Liberal Party and one of 
its leaders, his name being frequently associat- 
ed with the Presidency. 

His death is a great loss to the country, for 
he was a member of that progressive and ener- 
getic group of statesmen which came into power 
with Gen. Diaz. He fully believed in the mod- 
ern policy which is opening up the country 
by means of new railways, and was espe- 
cially cordial in his friendship for Amer- 
icans, and an admirer of the political 
institutions of the Unitea States. In person he 
was tall and soldierly and he was agreeable in 
manner. He was about fifty-eight years old. it 
is proposed to bring his remains to this city 
where a great military funeral will be held, an 
the body will be placed in the Pantheon of 
illustrious men. 

Gen. Diaz is profoundly affected by the sad 
tragedy, which removes one of the most emi- 
nent men of the country, and a heroic soldier. 
Advices from Guadalajara indicate a feeling of 
universal sorrow. It is believed there that the 
assassin was a madman, and that his act was 
purely one of desperation and had no connec- 
tion with politics. A late report says that the 
assassin escaped. 





INSTRUCTIONS FOR ALLISON. 


THE EFFECT OF IOWA’S VOTE AS THE 
SENATOR DESCRIBED IT. 


Des MOINES, Iowa, Nov. 11.—If Senator Alli- 
son places the same significance upon the vote 
of the people of Iowa now that he did before 
the election he will take it asa vote of instruc- 
tions in favor of a reduction of the tariff. In his 
speech in Dubuque the night before election he 
said: “The issues this year are the same as 
those of last year. If there were good reasons why 
the Republican Party should succeed last year 
the same reasons hold good this year. Our op- 
ponents say in their platform and on the stump 
that the protective tariff is wrong. The vote in 
Iowa will be taken as-au instruction to its Rep- 
resentatives in Congress.” 

This is the verbatim report, so it will not be 
doubted. The resultin Iowa has been most de- 
cidedly against the Senator’s position for high 
tariff. On his-own declaration he will be re- 

ulred to vote in Congress for tariff reform. 

owa has voted for it, and has so “instructed” 
its Representatives in Congress. As the Senator 
has not quly declared that the issues this year 
were the tame as those of last year, but made 
advocacy of protection the chief part of his 
speeches, the resultin lowa must be taken as a 
change inits preference from high tariff to tariff 
retorm. This fact is worth being noticed by the 
entire [lowa Congressional delegation. 





A JERSEY POLICEMAN’S QUEER AOTION. 

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Nov. 11.—William 
Neaves, Jr., who lives near Avon-by-the-Sea, 
was arrested this morning on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct, and sentenced by Justice 
Borden to seventy-five days in the county jail. 
Neaves has been wanted for several weeks, and 
a number of unsuccessful attempts to arrest 
him have been made. This morning Policeman 
Hulick found him at his parents’ house near 
Sylvan Lake. His father and sister resisted the 
officer, while Neaves himself ran through the 


underbrush toward Duck Creek. The officer 
freed. himself and started in pursuit. The 
fugitive swam Duck Creek and rushed on 
through the woods to Shark River, closely pur- 
sued by the policeman. When Neaves started 
to ford Shark River Officer Hulick drew his re- 
volver anda fired without effect. He then called 
out to some gunners on the opposite bank and 
ordered them to fire upon the fugitive. One of 
them, James Henrietta, fired, peppering 
Neaves’s face with shot. Neaves was then ar- 
rested and brought to jail. His wounds were 
painful, though not dangerous, 

There is much comment about Hulick’s firing 
on the fugitive, as Neaves’s offenee was a petty 
one, and the officer will probably be called to 
account for his hasty action. Heis now also 
charged with a malieious assault upon William 
Wilkins, an old man of Ocean Park, committed 
some time ago. He will be arraigned on this 
charge to-morrow morning, and then will be 
taken to jail at Freenold. 





THE STEAMER J. H. LIBBY BURNED. 
PORTLAND, Oregon, Nov. 11.—Yesterday the 
passenger steamer J. H. Libby, from Whatcom, 
Puget Sound, was totally destroyed by fire in 
the straits between Dangeness and Smith’s Isl- 
avd. Tbe Libby was laden with 500 barrels of 


‘lime, which got wet and ignited. While cross- 


ing the straits a strong wind came up and sev- 


eral heavy seas were shipped, the rudder un- 
shipped, and the steamer became helpless. The 
an got saturated and tlawes were soon discoy- 
ered. 

An attempt was made to run the steamer 
ashore, but the flames spread toorapidly. Fit- 
teen passengers were on board atthe time. The 
fire gained so fast that the passengers could not 
getinto the lifeboats, but were compelled to 
take to two rafts. The passengers and crew 
were divided about equally. One of the rafts 
nearly foundered before those climbing into it 
were rescued. 

Finally the schooner Jean came along and 
took all from the ratts. The hull of the burned 
steamer was afterward towed to Port Town- 
send and sunk. The Libby belonged to Herbert 
F. Beecher, iate Government Treasury Agency.

AGENIS AT WORK AMONG

HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 10.—Ever since the 
day of election agents of Gov.

But tney have not met with much 
success, They have been heard from in Wells- 
borough, Tioga County; Towanda, Bradford 
County; Williamsport, Lycoming County, and 
Lock Haven, in Clinton County. 

Their arguments, briefly stated, are these: 
The success of the Democratic Party in New- 
York last week was due to the efforts and work 


of Gov. Hill, who is represented as having per- 
sonally conducted the canvass.

no order for a separate hearing on these matters 
need now be made. 


Both decisions are favorable to the Visitors, 
and their effect will be to hasten action ir 
settling the main controversy.

BOSTON’S POSTAL NEEDS. 
Boston, Nov. 11.—Postmaster Corse has re- 
turned from the Washington conference, where 
he made many radical recommendations which 
would require twice as large an appropriation 


as is now made for the Boston office. Gen. 
Corse stated at the conference that he believed 
the mail service was tar behind the other 
branches of the Government in efficiency. He 
recommended that in Boston twenty mail col- 
lections a day be made instead of twelve, as 
now, and that twelve deliveries be made a day 
instead of six, as now. Hé wanted more fre- 
quent mails in and out of Boston, and also ree- 
ommenced a large inereass of letter carriers 
and clerks of the Boston office, and an increase 
of the salaries of all grades of clerks. It is said 
here that the recommendations of Gen. Corse 
wiil be seriously considered by the Postmaster 
General. Gen. Corse believes that the free-de- 
livery system should be extended to ad the sur- 
rounding towns of 5,000 inhabitants.

CODIFYING OCEAN RULES 


POWER OF BRITISH DELE- 
GATES EXTENDED. 

TO TAKE PART IN DISCUSSING THE 
WHOLE PROGRAMME — UNITED 
STATES AMENDMENTS THROWN OUT. 

WASHINGTON, Noy, 11.—When the Interna- 
tional Marine Conference met this morning, 

Delegate Hall of Great Britain called atten- 

tion to the fact that at the time the British 


Gelogates to the conference were appointed | 


they were instructed to discuss only general 
divisions one and three of the programme, as 
prepared by the delegates from the United 
States, because Great Britain was of epinion 
that the scope of the programme was too. ex- 
tensive. Mr, Hall then spoke of the marked 
progress that had been made thus far in the 
consideration of the rules of the road, and an- 
nounced that the British delegation had re- 
ceived instructions from her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment to engage in the consideration of the 
Various other divisions of the programme. 
Delegate Goodrich of the United States said 
the conference would rejoice at the decision of 
the British Government. Hethen called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Government of Great 


Britain was not represented on a number of the 
various committees to consider the divisions of 
the programme appointed at the meeting of 
the conference Friday last, and he moved that 
each of those committees be increased by two 
mombers, and also that the Committee on Col- 
looaHan be likewise increased. This motion was 
carrie 

The first amendment to the rules of the 
road taken up was one amending Article Vi., 
by providing that 4 sailing ship under way 
‘“and any vessel” being towed shall carry the 
same lights as are provided by Article ITI. fora 
steamship under way, with the exception of 
the white light, which she shall never carry.

The conference then took up the amendments 
offered Nov. 4 hy Delegate .Goodrich of the 
United States, concerning auxiliary side Hghite. 
These amendments reiate to Article IIL They 
are: 

1. To Section B of the article, providing that the 

ight on the starboard side shall be carried on 
‘ “a4 athwartship vertical plane as the mast- 
ib. 

2. 7 0 Section C, providing that the red licht on the 
port sire shall be carried on the same athwartship 
vertical plane as the masthead light. 

%. A new section providing for the auxiliary 
lights, as follows: “On the starboard and port 
ouartera an additional or auxijliary light so con- 
stracted, fixed, and screened that said additional or 
auxiliary light on the starboard quarter shall show 
a green light from two points from right ahead to 
two points abaft the beam, and also show a white 
light trum right asterm to five points on the 
starboard quarter, and that said additional or 
auxiliary fight on the port quarter § shail 
shows @ red light from two points from right ahead 
1@ tywe points abaft the beam, and also show @ white 
light from right astern to five points on the port 
quarter, and that said auxiliary green light and 
White stern ght shall be so constructed and fixed 
as to be contained iu one and the same Jamp, and in 
one apd the same laup box on the starboard quar- 
ter, and said auxiliary red light and white stern 
light shall be a0 constructed and fixed as to be con- 
tained in one and the same lamp, and in one and the 
same lamp box ou the port quarter.” 

In speaking in favor of his amendments Mr, 
Goodrich, in av earnest address Of some length, 
dwelt on the necessity of a sufiiclent number of 
lights on vessels. 

Mr. Hall said that the delegates of Great 
Britain would favor the amendments proposed 
by Mr. Goodrich if they could be assured that 
it would be a great benefit or any benefit at all. 

On the question, ‘‘Shall the amendments 
pass?’ the vote was negative with one excep- 
Liop—the latter evidently a mistake, as no one 
would acknowledge having Cast it.. The yote 
was recorded as being unanimously against the 
adoption of the amendments. 

The next amendment considered was that of 
the delegates from Obina, a substitute for one 
by Capt. Shackford of the United States, that 
steamers might carry at night a white light on 
One of the after masts, visible ail around the 
horizon, but it must not be less than twenty 
feet higher than the forward white light. In 
view of the recommendation of the Committee 
on Lights, Capt. Mensing suggested that action 
on this be postponed until after further experi- 
ments had been made. 

Mr. Hall said Great Britain would join the 
United States in making experiments on this 
subject, with a view to deciding whether or 
not it is desirable for an international rule. 
He suggested that Capt. Shackford change his 
amendment to the form of a note to the Goy- 
erments that experiments may be made, 

Capt. Sampson of the United States said that 
the use of range lights in the waters of the 
United States had proved their desirability as 
imparting more information than ruuning 
lights. If this rule should be made permissive 
the experiments would be made on a more sat- 
isfactory basis and to a greater extent than if 
merely recommended to the various Govern- 
ments, : 

‘After the recess the conference adopted the 
amendment, which will be made a separate ar- 
ticle of the rnies, 

An amendment was adopted to Article XIL, 
providing that every steam vessel shall be pro- 
vided with a whistle or siren sounded by steam 
or some substitute for steam. The article was 
further amended by providing that steam ves- 
sele carry a gong instead of a bell. 

Capt. falvesen of Norway offered an amend- 
ment providing that a vessel aground or near a 
fuirway shall, in addition to the anchor light, 
show the twored lights prescribed by Article 
V., Section A. Adopted. 

The amendment proposing an additional sec- 
tion -to Article XIII.—speed of vessels in a 
fog—was taken up. It was proposed by the 
delegates trom the Netherlands, and related to 
the course a vessel should take when hearing a 
fug sixnal. After discussion, the amendment 
was laia aside for the present. 

Viee Admiral Keznakoil, delegate from Russia, 
ealled the attention of the conference to the 
resolutions which were appended to the report 
of the Committee on Lights. Laid aside for the 
present. 

Adjourned until to-morrow.

OORN, POTATUKS, AND COTTON, 
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CONDITION OF THE CROPS ON THE IisT 
OF NOVEMBER. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 11.—The official returns of No- 
vember to the Department of Agriculture relate to 
yield per acre and quality. They make the rate of 
production of corn a full average, slightly above 
2614 bushels per acre, and the quality medium, rela- 
tively low on the Atlantic coast, from New-Yors 
southward, and high west of the Mississippi. The 
returns of potatoes make the average yield 76 
bushels per acre. The general average for tobacco 
of all kinds is 645 pounds per acre, 

The best corn ig in the Missonrl Valley, as weil 
as the hignest yields. The saturating rains of the 
coast region, with insufficient sunshine, have left 
the corn soft and chaffy. The crop in highlands, es- 
pecially if well cultivated, is of better quality. The 
reduction of quality over large districts will induce 
Tapia consumption and jimit stocks reserved for 
Spring use. In the ragion of commercial corn the 
quality is generally good, - 

The Irish potato crop 18 poor in yield and quality 
in the Eastern and Middle States. The Western 
States report better results. The Rocky Mountain 
yields are less than was expected, and the quality 
scarcely medium in a large portion of the breadth, 
The New-York crop is estimated at only 56 bush- 
els per acre, The Michigan average is 78 bushels 
per acre. 

The November cotton returns show @ remarkable 
variation in condition in different localities. In 
North Carolina and Virginia thé season has been 
very short and excanelvely wet ana seriously in- 
jured by long-continued rains in the season of blos- 
soming. Tennessee reports injury to the crop by 
wet weather, lack of cultivation, and early frosts 
during the past month. In these States the crop 1s 
much worse than last year. Elsewhere the crop is 
comparative'y late, eapecially from South Carolina 
to Alabama, with large growth of weed. In low 
lands early trosts have soured the craps east of the 
Mississippi, while the uplands In the southern belt 
are still green. West of the Mississippi in a large 
portion of the area there has been no thost. 

‘The weather for picking has been remarkably 
favorable, assuring the gathering without waste of 
all that is opened in excellent condition. The fibre 
is grading comparatively high. Notwithstanding 
the adyerse conditions arising from abnormal dis- 
tribution of moisture, affecting cultivation, growth, 
and fruitage, the indications of yield peracre, by 
county correspondents, are about 3 per cent. higher 
than last year. So much still depends on future 
killing frosts and sunny weather for opening and 
gathering that the result cannot be known’ very 
closely antil after Christmas. There has not been 
severe general loss by the caterpillar and bol} 
worm, though the damage in some localities has 
been serious,

There is some discussion in papers where 
the wish is the putative father of the 
thought as to whether the civil service re- 
form law will be repealed. Of that we 
have no fear. We believe that the real 
legislative question for the next session of 
Congress will be whether proper provision 
shall be made for the work to be done by 
the commission. It is now doing a great 
deal under entirely unnecessary difficulties 
with an appropriation of only $30,000. It 
should have at least $100,000. It has now 
a total of but fourteen employés, and at 
least half as many more are needed for the 
work actually required. This work will 
inevitably increase with no changes in the 
law or the rules, so that at least $60,000 
will be required though there be no exten- 
sion and no improvement of the system. 
With $100,000 it would be possible to or- 
ganize the work of the commission, to per- 
form it accurately and promptiy, and to 
avoid the present shameful requirement of 
gratuitous extra work from employés of the 
Government detailed to service under the 
law.- The demand for this will be presented 
in due time, and we are confident that there 
are enough sensible and honest men of both 


parties in Congress to secure favorable 
action upon it. 








Woe commend to the thoughtful, and even 
prayerful, attention of Mr. HARRISON, in 
connection with any purpose he may have 
of urging the Allison tariff project on Con- 
gress, the following views of the Minnesota 
Pioneer Press, the strongest Republican 
paper of the Northwest. After claiming 


that protection has secured great benefits 


to the United States, it says: 

“True it is, also, that these great results have 
peen achieved at great cost to the people, and 
that the time has come when the burdens of the 
tariff can be greatly reduced in many directions 
without injury to the industries which have been 
so successfully fostered that they can now 
stand alone or with much less public bounty than 
before. The prosperity of many of our important 
indusiries depends on the reduction or abolition 
of the duties on the raw materials entering inio 
their manufacture.”

It is reported that the Mexican Govern- 
meut contemplates the imposition of a 
special and almost prohibitive duty on ma- 
chinery from the United States, in pur- 
suance of a policy of retaliation that was 
firstexemplified in the new duties on cat- 
tle and dressed beef. Such’a duty on ma- 
chinery would utterly destroy a very im- 
portant part of our export trade to Mexico 
and cause the republic to be supplied from 
Europe. While we are not ready to believe 
that measures so severe will be taken, it 
shouid not be forgotten that the Mexican 
people are much disturbed and excited on 
account of the effect of the Treasury De- 


trade in silver-lead ores, and that they de- 
sire to show the people of this country that 
the department’s action is resented. Our 
dispatches recently showed that a bill drawn 
by the Mexican Government and grantirg 
.& valuable concession to capitalists from 
this country had been defeated in Congress 
for the sole and avowed reason that our 
Secretary of the Treasury was seeking to 


There is evidence enough thatthe Mexicans 
are well disposed toward this country and 
desire to cultivate more fnendly relations. 
But the agents of European Governments 
and manufacturers are continually and 
skillfully striving to extend their trade in 
Mexico, and are always ready to take ad- 
‘vantage of such opportunities as have re- 
cently been afforded by the folly of the 
Government at Washington, 


So long as one party organization or an- 
other 1s destined to control the administra- 
tion of municipal affairs in this city, it is 
desirable that. there should be two Demo- 
cratic organizations maintained, and it is 
to be hoped that those who have consti- 
tuted the County Democracy will find a 
new leader, if they must have one, and 
keep up an effective opposition to Tam- 
many. The Democratic majority in this 
city is so large that a complete union in 
one organization would deprive the party 
of that sense of respensibility which is in- 
duced by a féar of defeat. The compara- 
tive respectability of Tammany rule at 
present is due to the fact that while it is 
the strongest political organization in the 
city it does not command a majority of 
votes, and may at any time be overthrown 
by an effective union of the hostile forces. 
Anti-Tammany Democrats cannot be ex- 
pected to jein the Republican organization, 
and the only way they can maintain an 
effective opposition to Tammany is by 
keeping up an organization of thetr own, 
\ ready to receive accessions whenever Tam- 
many forfeits the confidence of Democrats 
upon whom it hasrelied. The balance of 
power in New-York ought really be held 
by a permanent independent citizens’ or- 
ganization, but the material for it either 
does not exist or cannot be kept in any 
sort of vital cohesion. In the meantime it 
is much safer for local interests to have the 
Democrats divided into two factions, which 
will be a check upon each other. 








The boundary between Alaska and Brit- 
ish Columbia will probably attract the 
attention of Congress during the coming 
Winter. It was defined in the convention 
.of Great Britain and Russia, made sixty- 
four years ago; but it has never been 
actually run. The chief difficulty in the 
way of surveying and fixing it has been the 
expense; and this is enhanced, not only by 
the remoteness of the region, but by the 
treaty stipulation that the southern part of 
the boundary shall proceed for several hun- 
dred miles along ‘‘ the summit of the mount- 
ains parallel to the coast.” While these 
wooded crests, often far from being easily 
accessible, make the task of survey labori- 
ous, afurther provision of the treaty requires 
that the mountain line shall be abandoned 
whenever it exceeds a distance of ten ma- 
rine leagues from the coast, and a line at 
that distance substituted. Hence the shore, 
with its windings, must also be surveyed. 
Again, there may be disputes as to which is 
the true boundary range, where there are 
parallel ones, or where there are breaks in 
the mountain chains. Still, whatever the 
difficulties of the task, it ought to be under- 
taken at once by a joint commission, since 
a large mining region exists directly along 
the disputed boundary. The cost would 
probably not be much more than $1,000,- 
000, to be divided between the Domintion 
and our own country; and as it will take 
several years to complete the task, legisla- 
tion for the purpose should begin now, 
without waiting for serious quarrels over 
jurisdiction. 


THE WORK OF EDUCATION. 

It is plain, from acareful study of the 
recent elections, that the “campaign of 
education” which the friends of tariff 
reform bave been steadily and skillfully 
pushing has had @ perceptible and an en- 
couraging effect. Itis, of course, very easy 
for those who wish to do so to shut out this 
fact, large and general and important as it 
is, by any little local fact that they choose to 
fix their gaze upon. An ordinary “nickel” 
held close enough to the eye will hide the 
otherwisé visible universe and be the only 
thing seen.so long asitis kept thera But 
it does not destroy the rest of the world; 
and, unless there is a very strong motive for 
it, any man will get tired of holding so 
small an object to his eye. The zealous 
partisans, like Mr. CLARKSON or Mr. HarRI- 
SON, may pretend to do it, but they will not 
really doit. They may find it necessary to 
refuse to acknowledge anything beyond 
prohibition in Iowa and a “‘ third-term can- 
didate” in Ohio and oleomargarine in Mas- 
sachusetts, but they know very well that 
much else exists. They know that there 
are obvious and convincing proofs from one 
end of the country to the other that an in- 
creasing number of voters are dissatistied 
with the high tariff and want duties re- 
duced on raw materials, and either voted 
against the Republican Party or refused to 
vote for it last week because that party 
adheres to the high tariff and violently op- 
poses any reform of it. 

There is not lacking specific evidence of 
this fact. The Springfield Republican has 
grouped together the returns from different 
parts of Massachusetts ina way that brings 
out the fact very plainly. The returns are 
those from four manufacturing cities — 
Lowell, Holyoke, Lawrenee, and Fall River; 
from twenty-one manufacturing towns, such 
as Chicopee, Westfield, North Adams, Ware, 
&c., and from forty-two agricultural towns 
of Western Massachusetts and Worcester 
County, and they cover the Governor’s vote 
for AMEs, Republican, and LoVERING, Dem- 
ocrat, in 1887, and for BRACKETT, Repub- 
lican, and Russri1, Democrat, last week.

lose slightly there also. As the Republican 
puts it, ‘the farmers refused to vote for 
BRACKETT, but they also refused to vote 
for RussELuL.” This, however, is not the 
case in the manufacturing places. Here 
BRACKETT should have gained over 1887, 
because LOVERING, the Democratic candi- 
date in that year, was especially popular 
among the workingmen, and RUSSELL, the 
Democratio candidate this year, not only 
was not so, but was particularly disliked 
by the liquor dealers. But Brackett did 
not gain over 1887. He lost in all some 
1,500 votes, or 1 vote in 12, while RussELL 
gained 1,700 votes, or about the same pro- 
portion. 


It is impossible to ascribe this to any in- 
fluence but that of the general purposes of 
the two parties upon the minds of those par- 
ticularly interested in the tariff. The Re- 
publican says: 

“ RUSSELL took the tafiffissue into these man- 
ufacturing towns and cities, and made it the 
leading question of his canvass. He followed 
a Democratic candidate who had been popular 
with the workingmen. He was himself accused 
of being hostile to their interests. * * * But 
he appears to have met the Republicav claims 
of the terrible effects of tariff redaction upon 
labor, wages, and capital, and came off tri- 
umphant, gaining 1,700 votes, or nearly 10 per 
cent. over the vote for the soldier and working- 
man LOVERING in 1887, and leaving his oppo- 
nent far behind with losses of 1,500 votes. 
BRACKETT’S record and associations hurt him 
everywhere; but we see that where the special 
issue of “oleo” tigured against him, and the 
tariff did not to any degree, he loses, but Rus- 
SELL also loses some; whereas, in the cases 
where the special issue of tariff reform figured 
chiefly against him and “oleo” dia not, be also 
loses, but RUSSELL makes notable gains in the 
face of unusual disadvantages.” 

Here is the best possible evidence of what 
the “campaign ef education” can do, for it 
shows whatit has done. Its effect was so 
clear beforehand that the Republican can- 
didate dared not go intoit. He was chal- 
lenged by Mr. RUSSELL to joint discussion. 
His committee declined unless the discus- 
sion should be limited to State issues. But 
practically there were no State issues of any 
consequence compared with that of the 
tariff. The refusal amounted to dodging 
the real question. That undoubtedly was 
prudent. The result would probably have 
been much worse for Mr. BRACKETT had he 
faced the voters with Mr. RUSSELL, be- 
cause that would have brought Mr. Rus- 
SELL’S arguments directly to the attention 
of many who were not reached by them. 
This lesson will not be lost. All the agen- 
cies now at work enlightening the public 
mind on this vital question will be pushed 
to their utmost and others will be added. 








THE DOCK DEPARTMENT. 


For years there have been rumors and 
suspicions of loose methods and possible 
frauds in the leasing of the city docks. 
These have never been traced to trust- 
worthy sources, nor has there ever been any 
clear presentation of facts that would dispel 
them. More than once there has been the 
beginning of an investigation of the admin- 
istration of the Dock Depattment, but it 
has never resulted in anything very defi- 
nite. The public goes on year after year 
with little or no knowledge on the subject 
of the management of this great public 
property, either assuming that it 1s all 
right or that if anything is wrong it cannot 
be helped. Specific facts are practically 
unknown, about the only thing that comes 
tothe surface being the occasional appoint- 
ment of a new Commissioner, who is apt to 
be a second-rate politician, and the issue of 
bonds for the expenses of the department. 
The revenues go silently into the sinking 
fund and no appropriations are made for 
expenses, these being provided for entirely 
by the issue of bonds. It is the most mys- 
terious of the city departments. 

The case of the leasing of Pier 55 East 
River, which is now under investigation by 
the Commissioners of Accounts, merely 
shows what may take place, and the ad- 
missions of Commissioner MATTHEWS are 
calculated to produce the impression that 
there may be a good deal of concealed rot- 
tenness. According to the evidence thus 
far produced, it appears that a man cameé 
down here from Albany and wanted to get 
the use of a pier in theice business. He 
did not wish others in the business to know 
that he had the lease of a pier, and he hired 
a local ‘politician, W. H. KELLy, to get it 
for him in the name of another, who ap- 
pears to have been a “‘dummy,” if not anf 
absolute myth. KELLY seems to have had 
no difficulty in getting the lease in the 
name of THOMAS O’BRIEN, though no such’ 
person appeared in the transaction or can 
be discovered now. The lessee had to give 
bonds, and sureties presented by KELLY 
were accepted, no principal appearing 
atall. These sureties were hangers-on of 
the district court of which KELLY was 
then. Judge, and were persons of no financial 
responsibility, but into that no inquiry was 
made. One of the things which the lessee 
was bound to do was to keep the pier in 
repair, but ‘this was not done, and there 
was no one who could be held to account 
forit. Smy?TH; who used the pier and paid 
the rent, and who also appears to have paid 
for KELLY’s. valuable services as attorney 
of the mythical: O'BRIEN, was not the leasee. 
O’BRIEN could not be found, and the sure- 
ties on his bond were ‘‘ne good.”’ The re- 
sult is a loss of some thousands of dollars to 
the city. 


Commissioner MATTHEWS admitted yes- 
terday that henever knew anything about 
lessee ©’ BRIEN or his sureties,‘ana accord- 
ing to his admissions there would seem to 
be no difficulty'in the way of giving any. 
number of leases to “ dummy” lessees with 
“ straw’ sureties, and apparently the Com- 
missioner has no idea how many such cases 
there may be. He said he did not see how 
the city could be protected under the “ ex- 
isting system.” ‘Then there is plainly some- 
thing the matter with the system, and it 
would be well to Know just what it is, and 
whether it is due to the law regulating the 
Dock Department ox,to the administration 
of it by the Dock Commission. Mr. 
MATTHEWS also admitted that there was 
no check upon ‘the dockmasters, and any 
of them vould )* steal” if so disposed, and 
there was no. way of finding it out, except 
to set detectives to watch them. It is evi-

CATHOLICISM IN AMERICA, 


The most interesting feature of the pro- 
ceedings at the Catholic Congress in Balti- 
more yesterday was the address of Mr. 
DanreL DovuGcHerty. That part of his 
remarks which was devoted to showing that 
everything that was done in Christendom 
was done by Catholics, so long as there was 
nobody but Catholics in Christendom, is 
less impressive in the reading than doubt- 
less it was in the author’s impassioned de- 
livery. Really the proposition seems to 
establish itself. The period in question 
lasted for a good many centuries; lasted 
longer, indeed, than it would have done 
but for the pious pains taken by the 
Holy Inquisition to keep Catholicism and 
Christianity ‘synonymous by investigating 
the beliefs of suspected heretics, and re- 
laxing them to the secular arm for roasting 
in case these beliefs proved unsatisfactory. 
Of course, the enumeration of what was 
done during. these centuries is very impress- 
ive, though Mr. DOUGHERTY’s presentation 
of it somehow recalls the eloquence of that 
countryman and co-religionist of his who 
assured his hearers that ‘“‘ while all Europe 
besides was sunk in the night of ignorance 
and barbarism the air of Ireland resounded 
with the music of golden harps, and the 
soil of Ireland was diversified with majes- 
tic towers, gorgeous palaces, and libraries 
filled with thousands and thousands of vol- 
umes of the most beautiful po’try.” 


This, however, is not the serious part of 
Mr. DouGuHeERTy’s address. The serious 
part of it is that in which he complains of a 
prejudice against Catholics that amounts 
to a proscription. In colonial times, he 
says, the Catholics were ill-treated in the 
Puritan colonies, as they were, and as, in- 
deed, was everybody else, even including 
the harmless Quakers, who did not fall in 
with a religious system as rigorous as that 
of the Inquisition itself. It is scarcely fair 
to say, however, that the only religious 
martyrdoms this country has seen have 
been of Roman Catholics. We never 
heard that the Salem witches were ac- 
cused Of unsoundness on transubstantia- 
tion or the infallibility of the Pope. 
In any case this revival of the prej- 
udices and passions of another age can 
serve no good purpose, and betrays a lack 
of the histerical spirit. We all know that 
people did each other to death as readily in 
Europe three centuries ago about a differ- 
ence of religious belief as they do now in 
Kentucky about a horse trade.. Where the 
Catholics were in power they persecuted 
the Protestants, and where the Protestants 
were in power they persecuted the Catho- 
lics. The only practical question is whether 
the prejudices that Mr. DoUGHERTY rather 
unwisely recalls still survive and work mis- 
chief, 


He says they do, and his main reason for 
saying 60 is that ‘‘the highest honors of 
the Republic are denied us by a prejudice 
that has all the force of u constitutional 
enactment.” In order to establish this 
proposition it would be necessary to cite 
instances of persons who would otherwise 
have been deemed available for the highest 
honors of the Republic, and who have been 
dropped from consideration because they 
were Catholics. We do not recail any such 
instances, and neither, we believe, does Mr. 
DOUGHERTY. The fact which he does re- 
call, that one of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence was a Roman Catho- 
lic, shows that it was not impossible even 
then in this country, as it would have been 
in England, for a Catholic to aspire to hon- 
ors, and, if we mistake not, one of the 
Chief Justices of the United States has 
been of the same faith. The presence on 
the platform from which Mr. DoUGHERTY 
spoke of an ex-Governor of Maryland 
shows that Catholicism is by no means an 
insuperable bar to high political prefer- 
ment. 


To be quite candid, however, we must own 
that it would in general be a serious objec- 
tion to nominating a man for an office like 
the Presidency, or, in most of the States, 
the Governorship, that he was a Catholic. 
The sentiment that creates this objection is 


purely political, There is no city in the 


‘United States, and we do not believe there 


are many. rural districts, in which Catholi- 
cism interferes with a man’s social accept- 
ability or his professional or mercantile 
success. In communities in which it does 
interfere the explanation is the rarity of 
Catholics, who are regarded as a Campbell. 
ite would be in a Roman Catholic com- 
munity, although a Campbellite has been 
President of the United States. In politics, 


vhowever, there is a strong feeling against 
the choice of Roman Catholics to high 
offices. Mr. DoUGHERTY represents this as a 
‘survival of Puritan prejudice, and in part 


it may béso. But in much larger part it is 
b, seasoned and grounded objection, and it 
proceeds from the fact that the Roman 
Catholic is the only Church which seeks for 
political action in its own favor. Nobody 
supposes that a Presbyterian or an Episco- 
palian or a Baptist candidate for office will 
have any sectarian axes to grind if he is 
elected. Everybody supposes that a Roman 
Catholic candi@ate will be urged, if he is 
not prevailed with, to use his office for the 
benefit of his Church. Will Mr. DoUGHERTY 
or any other Catholic orator say that this 
supposition is unfounded?- The institution 
in support of which Americans of all 
parties aré almost unanimous is the 
common school system. Most citizens 
haye. received their education from it; 
nearly all citizens believe in it. Yet in 
every State in which the Catholic vote is 
an appreciable factor it is used for the pur- 
posé of diverting from the common school 
fund money for the support of Catholic 
schools and Catholic “institutions,” and 
Catholic office holders are often found en- 
gaged in the same effort. The success of 
this effort would mean the destruction of 
the common school system. If Catholics 
would take partin politics, not as Catholics, 
but mérely as American citizens, and not 
attempt to use political power in the intor- 
est of their Church, there would be no hesi- 
tation in treating Catholics who were can- 
didates. on their individual merits as men 
and citizens. But when they offer them- 
welvos as Catholic candidates it is idle to |

A CABLE ROAD IN BROADWAY. 

It is evident that the Broadway and Sev- 
enth-Avenue Railroad Company is con- 
vinced that it will be to its advantage and 
profit to adopt the cable system of traction 
on its Broadway line from Central Park to 
the Battery, and it offers what appears to 
be a very favorable proposition to the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund as repre- 
sentatives of public authority. The law of 
last Winter providing for a change of mo- 
tive power on street railroads authorizes it 
to be made with the consent ef the property 
owners along the line and of the State Rail- 
road Commissioners. The local authorities 
of this city have questioned the constitu- 
tionality of this law and contended that 
their consent was necessary to such a 
change. The Broadway Company is anxious 
to avoid litigation, and desires to get the 
‘consent of both these powers, As a con- 
dition it offers to pay its share toward the 
repavement of Broadway, to keep the pave- 
ment in repair betiveen its tracks’and for 
two feet on either side, to adopt an ap- 
proved rail, and to guarantee that its yearly 
payments to the city on account of its fran- 
chise shall not be less than $150,000. 

The Sinking Fund Commissioners did not 
seem to regard it as within their province 
to consider the merits of the cable system 
for use in Broadway, er those of the par- 
ticular plan which the company proposes to 
adopt. That is an important matter, how- 
ever, and one to which the Railroad Com- 
mission will doubtless give attention when 
the application is made for its consent. It 
has already decided in favor of allowing 
the Third-Avenue Company to extend its 
cable system, now in use far up town on 
Tenth-avenue and One. Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-street, over its main line on 
Third-avenue and the Bowery. The Broad- 
jway Company claims that its system would 
be much. better than that of the Third- 
Avenue Company, being comparatively 
noiseless and rapid. The claim of 
a speed equal to that of the clevated roads 
must be overstated, though there is not 
much rapid transit in that, but a speed 
averaging twelve miles an hour would 
hardly be safe on the surface through a 
crowded down-town street. There are ques- 
tions not only of safety but of obst¥uction 
to trafiic to be considered. Cable cars, even 
with an increase of numbers and of speed, 
would not of themselves, perhaps, increase 
obstruction, but the system has been repre- 
sented as liable to stoppages and blockades, 
due to cables or machinery getting out of 
order. On the other hand it is claimed that 
such improvements have been made that 
this liability is practically eliminated. It 
is a matter that should be carefully consid- 
ered betore so important a change is per- 
mitted on the greatest and busiest thor- 
oughfare in the city.

Mr. Wyndham began the second week of his 
engagement at Palmer’s Theatre last evening. 
The audience was not quite s0 numerous as that 
of the previous Monday, but it was representa- 
tive in. character .and very friendly. The 
play was “The Candidate,” an adaptation 
by Justin. Huntley McCarthy of “Le 
Député de Bombignac,” by Alexandre Bis- 
son. The original play was done here 
by M. Coquelin, at the same theatre, just about 
@® year ago. Mr. McCarthy has preserved M. 
Bisson's intrigue, and quite skillfully associated 
it with the humors of a British Parliamentary 
election, in these days of Home Rule and Par- 
nell, Bradlaugh and Labouchére. The implied 
salaciousness, which was probably one of the 
principal causes of the success of “Le Député 
de Bombignac” in Paris, Mr. McCarthy has 
managed to elude after afashiou. The grottoes 
of Bombignac become the lanes of Northampton. 


We know that Lord Oldaore, the British Chan- 
telaur, when he is supposed to be at work can- 
eee. is really having a gay time in London, 
and that Miss Tremain, @ pretty actress, is one 
of the attractions that drew him thither. But 
Miss Tremain, although Oldacre is involved ir 
@ quarrel on her account, is clearly a less rep- 
renensible personage than Bissun's Sidonie, and 
there is no doubt in the dénouement, that Lora 
Oldacre was driven to duplicity solely by his 
desire to escape from the thralldom of his 
mother-in-law. 

Mr. McCarthy has borrowed Aminidab Sleek 
from “The Serious Family,” renamed him 7 
nabas Goodeve, and saddjéd him upon the Old- 
acre family, and the majestic representative of 
the old régime of the original play, the mother- 
in-law, thus becomes another Lady Sowerby 
Creamly.

well known here and was always liked... He 
carries through the absurd situations of “The 
Candidate” an air of good breeding that 
adds greatly to the attractiveness of 
his acting, and although it would be a 
very easy task to show, by comparison 
with Coquelin’s inimitable artistic variety’ in 
this very part, where Mr. Wyndham’s work is 
deficient in suggestiveness and delicacy of 
shading, the game is scarcely worth the candle. 
Within his limitations Mr. Wyndham is a per- 
fectly competent actor of light comedy. itis 
needless to speculate upon what he might be if 
his voice were more musical in quality anc of 
wider compass and his features more mobile 
and expressive. 

Mr. William Blakeley portrays with real 
humor the oily hypocgite, Goodeve; Mr. George 
Giddens makes many good points as the un-

‘TAMMANY BOUND TO BECOME TOP- 
HEAVY, AND A NEW DEMOCRACY 
» ‘SURE TO REORUIT FROM HER RANKS. 


It is not likely thet Police Commissioner John 
BR. Voorhis’s réSignation will be acted upon at 
to-night’s meeting of the County Demooracy. 
The document was mailed on election day to 
,Col. Michael*C. Murphy, Chairman of the 
(County organization. The purpose in forward- 
ing itatthat time was to counteract any sus- 
Picion or charge that Mr. Voorhis only acted 
after he learned that the Citizens’ ticket was de- 
feated. Mr. Voorhis has resigned irrevocably 
as Chairman of the County Demoocratic Ninth 
Assembly District organization, but leaves the 
question of severing his relations with the 
County Democratic organization with the mem- 
bers of the County Committee. He states in his 
letter that, as he is not in accord with the policy 
of the organization or with its leaders, his 
farther usefulness seems to be superfluous, 

This sentence allows the County Democratic 
leaders discretionary power to accept the res- 
Ignation or to refuse to consider it or to say 
that they have received no resignation, the 
latter of which appears to be the course agreed 
upon. Nevertheless, Commissioner Voorhis 
considers himself outside of the orgsnization, 
‘andis only guided by a certain delicacy in not 
personally giving out his letter—on the ground 


that he regards it now as the property of 
the organization, which he believes should 
wake it public rather than himself. 

The future of the Counties is ene of the ques- 
tions that is sorely troubling the politicians 

Mowadays. ‘Tammany Hall would make handa- 
s0me places for certain leaders of the Counties 
if they would join our organization,” said a 
well-known Tammany man yesterday. But 
while the dissatisfaction among the Counties 
is widespread, there appears to be a sentiment 
\in favor of rebuilding the old machine—to re- 
| arrange matters all around with the present 
material rather than to dissolve and thus 
/Strengthen Tammany.

Voorhis refuses point 
blank to take fullcommand It 18 maty sree 
admitted now that the men who will retire will 
under no circumstances join Tammany Hall, 
but form anew and strong anti-Tammany or- 
ganization. The necessity for this is mauifest. 
Tammany is stronger and more powerful to- 
day than ever, and the need of a rival organiza- 
tion is only too apparent. What will Tammany 
be a year hence, when she discovers that, with 
all her patronage, she has not enough to go 
around? Defections will naturally follow, and 
from that time the anti-Tammany organization 
will begin to expand.” 

Mr. Voorhis is by no means alone in his posi- 
tion. With him are Patrick Keenan, Daniel 
O’ Reilly, and several other acknowledged pow- 
ers in the County organization, who, for cer- 

; tain reasons, do not wish their names to be 
' published at this time. The general tenor of 
tne complaint of theses men is that they want 
@o organization which shallrefuse admission to 
Mr. Thomas Costigan, Mr. William Pitt Mitchell, 
and others, whom they charge with having 
used the Counties for several years for the ben- 
efit of the Republican Party. A friend of Mr, 
Voorbis said yesterday that the Police Commis- 
sioner and the men who sympathize with the 
construction of the new organization were not 
antagonistic at all to Police Justice Maurice J. 
Power. They were agreed that he could only 
come in asa district leader and not asa full 
commander. The men who will be admitted to 
mombership in a new organization will be 
rigidly scrutinized, and a full guarantee against 
future treachery will be demanded. late 
there have been several conferences between 
Mr. Voorhis and his associates, who have 
oined in the new movement with the object of 
jiscovering some man sufficiently well ballast- 
ed politically tu make a leader. It is not likely 
that the new faction will make itself known 
until this Moses is found, although the work of 
organization is being pushed forward with vigor 
2 sixteen of the twenty-four Assembly dis- 
ricts. 





RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


THE BOSTON AND MAINE PROTESTS. 
| Boston, Mass., Nov. 11.—The Boston and 
Maine Railroad Company has prepared a me- 
morial to Secretary Proctor protesting against 
the recent order of this official notifying the 
railroad corporation to alter its four bridges 
over the Charles River before Jan. 1, 1891, ‘‘so 
as to render navigation free, easy, and anob- 
structed.” 
| Thecorporation sets forth that itis the rep- 
| resentative and Trustee of vast public interests 
| and is bound, to the pest ofits ability, to pro- 
| tect them from injury; that the railroad freight 
exceeds-many times in quantity and value the 
river freight; that the order is vague in its 
terms, but if, as literally construed, the naviga- 
| tien of Charles River must be absolutely unob- 
| structed, then it amounts to a prohibition 
| of bridges altogether. If not to be literally con- 
‘gtrued, then compliance 1s impossible, be- 
| Cause what it ie Ee" is wholly indeterminate 
| and uncertain. If it merely means that naviga- 
tion is to be reasonabiy free and unobstructed, 
that 1s the present condition of things. 

If this order, the protest continues, is valid 
and is to be carried into execution, 1t is manifest 
that the jurisdiction of the Massachusetts Board 
of Harbor and Land Commissioners 1s entirely 
displaced, while on the other hand there 1s no 
Federal officer or commission legally substituted 
for it. The corporation protests against the order 
as of doubttullegal validity—as unjust and in- 
equitable in its practical working—as rendering 
its powers and duties under State legislation 
indefinite, and as inevitably postponing the 
prosecution of a great public improvement, 
wherefore it petitions that the order be revoked, 
or the act of Congress under which it 1s made 
be repealed 


THAT TRAFFIC ARRANGEMENT. 

CuHicaGo, Nov. 11.—The first official intima- 
tion of the reported traffic arrangement. be- 
tween the Northwestern and the Union Pacifico 
Railways came from the former to-day. The 
companies have formed a combination for the 
handling of freight and passengers, and the 
joint through service is to be known as the Chi- 
cago, Union Pagific and Northwestern Line. A 
fast limited mail train will be established Nov. 
17, whereby passengers and mail will be car- 
ried through from Chicago to Portland and San 
Francisco, making the time from Chicago to 
Portiand eighty-three hours, and Chicago to 
San Francisco eighty-five hours. This will re- 
duce the time heretofore made on Chicago and 
Western, as well as on New-York and Eastern, 
mail to Portland seven hours and to San Fran- 
cisco twelve hours. A similar reduction in time 
east-bound is made on passengers and mail. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The earnings of the Canadian Pacific Railway for 
the week ended Nov. 7 were $377,000; for the game 
period last year, $306,000; increase, $71,000. 

The gross earnings of the entire Atchison system

GEN. THOMAS FRANOIS BOURKE. 

Gen. Thomas Francis Bourke, who had been 
80 long known in Irish ciroles in this city as one 
of the most uncompromising agitators for the 
withdrawal of English government from Ire- 
land, died Sunday at his home, 209 East Thirty- 
sixth-street, from acute inflammation of the kid- 
neys. He was born Dec. 10, 1840, in Fethard: 
county Tipperary, Ireland, and in 1850 came to 
this country. When the civil war began he 
went South and joimed the Confederate Army, 
serving a8 a private until its close. In 1867, at 
the time of the Fenian uprising im Ireland, he 


was sent to his native county from this city 
with the Fenian rank of General in order to 
arouse his friends to an armed resistance to the 
British Government, and he was arrested, to- 
gether with O’Donovan Rossa and John Devoy. 

Bourke was subsequently sentenced to be 
hanged, drawn, and quartered, but the speech 
which he made in court created a great revul- 
sion of feeling in his favor, and his sentence was 
commuted to that of imprisonment for life. He 
served four years at Woking and Millbank 
Prisons, and upon his release, aftet the general 
amnesty in 1871, returned to this country, He 
at omce became very popular among Irish- 
Americans, and was a very active member of the 
Fenian Brotherhood and the Irish National 
League. In 1872 he was made Lieutenant 
Colone! of the First Regiment, N. G. 8. N. Y., and 
two years later he was a candidate for Congress 
but his opponent, Nicholas Muller. defeate 
him by about 1,000 votes. He was one of the 
charter members of the County Democracy, an 
until the beginning of this year held a position 
in the Department of Public Works. He was 
never married. His funeral will take place to- 
morrow, the services to be hela in 8t. Gabriels 
Chureh, in East Thirty-seventh-street. The 
burial will be in Calvary Cemetery.

George Piano died at his home, at Highland Falls,

He was born in New-York in 1821 
and was educated abroad. On his return to this 
country he became a junior partner in the firm of 
Chittenden, Bliss & Co., and gained a high reputa- 
tion fcr business sagacity and integrity. He re- 
tired from active ‘business life about twenty years 
ago. Mr. Hutton was a widower and leaves no 
children. The funeral services will be held at 9:30 
o’clock to-morrow morning at his residence and the 
interment will be at Greenwood Cemetery. 

Wilhelm Baumgarten died on Saturday, Nov. 9, 
and his funeral took place yesterday from his late 
residencé, 160 “Fast Thirty-eighth-atreet.

MORE PIPE LINES AND REFINERIES GO- 
ING TO THE BIG MONOPOLY. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 11.—It was learnea 
to-day that Joseph W. Craig of this city, Presi- 
dent of the Western and Atlantic Pipe Lines 
Jompany, has sold his entire interest in that 
concern to David P. Reighard of Pittsburg, P. A. 
B. Widener, and W. L. Etkins of Philadelphia. 
These gentlemen have also purchased the stock 
held by Mr. Craigin the Globe Kefining Com- 
pany, which controls the refineries at Freedom 
and Sharpsburg, Penn., and Marietta, Ohio, and 
large refining and shipping interests in Phila- 
delphia. By these two moves Mr. Craig has 
disposed of his entire interest in both the re- 
fining and transporting of crude petroleum, and 
will hereafter devote himself solely to the 
producing business, He 1s largely interested in 
wells in Washington, Butler, and Allegheny 
Counties. f 

The Western and Atlantic Pipe Lines Company 
has at present aboutseven hundred thousand 
barrels of crude oil in its various storage tanks. 
Its lines connect with the Butler, Allegzheny, 
and Washington County oil fields. The stock 
has always proved a paying investment to its 
owners, principal among whom was Mr. Craig. 
The gentiemen who have bought out Mr. Craig 
owned a small interestin the concern previous 
to the deal referred to, which is preliniinacy to 
a transfer of the entire stock of the Globe Com- 
pany and the Western and Atlantic lines to the 
Standard Oil Company. Mr. Craig’s pipe lines 
were about two hundred and fifty milesin 
Jedgth, and he is said to have received about 
$600,000 for his interest.

BONNER BUYS 8UNOL. 
HE PAYS LELAND STANFORD MORE THAN 
$40,000 FOR THE FILLY. 


Mr. Robert Bonner was a very happy man last 
night, having purchased the great three-year- 
old filly Suno! from Leland Stanford of Califor- 
nia, On Saturday Sunol trotted the fastest mile 
since 1885, achieving a record of 2:10%. Mr, 
Bonner’s offer for the animal had been made 
and accepted before she performed this remark- 
able feat. ? 

When asked@ last night to name the price paid 
by him for Sunol, Mr. Bonner laughed and said: 
“For certain reasons I do not wish to tell the 
exact pricenow, but I will say that [ paid more 
for her than for any other horse I ever bought. 
Perhaps you can form some idea of her value 
when I give you these figures: I paid Mr. 
Vanderbilt $40,000 for Maud 38, who 
has a record of 2:08%; Dexter oost 

$35,000, and his fastest mile was 
made in 2:1744; for Rarus I gave $386,000, and 
the record of 2:18%4 amply compensated me. I 
bought Pocahontas of Mr. Simmons, then of 
New-York and now of Kentucky, giving $35,000 
in money and another horse for which 1 had 
been offered $5,000. The revord of the last 
named is 2:17. The price of Sunol goes above 
any of the sums mentioned.” 

Mr. Bonner has been looking after Sunol for 
a long time and for mouths has corresponded 
with Senator Stanford abuut her. Early in the 
Fall he received a letter from Count Valensin, a 
well-known California horse breeder, in which 
the writer said that there wasn’t a pimple on 
the filly and that he had timed her a mile whon 
she finished her last sr in 0:3144. This 
performance brought Sunol, a baby, almost on 
a nd with Maud 8., who had done the half in 
1:29 and the quarter in 0:3014. It should be said 
here, however, that at this time, in Providence, 
two judges made the quarter at an even 30 sec- 
onds. The half was the middle half and the 
quarter the second one, that is, the stretch be- 
tween the quarter and the half mile poles, the 
fastest part of the track. 

After getting Count Valensin’s letter Mr. Bon- 
ner determined to own Sunolif possible. On 
Oct. 26 he wrote Senator Stanford, making him 
an olterg and yesterday he received a reply, 
dated Nov, 2,in which the offer was accepted, 
Before the letter reached Mr. Bonner, however, 
he had read of the filly’s great speed, developed 
Saturday, and had sent this telegram to Senator 
Stanford: 

‘*I congratulatejyou most heartily on Sunol’s won- 
dertul performance. Considerin er age, it is the 

eatest performance ever made by a trotting horse. 

f no accidents happen she ought to be able in the 
near future to beat Maud 8.’s record—as I believe 
Maud 8. herself to be capable of beating it. There is 
@ great lesson to be learned from the fact that 
Maud 8., Jay-Eye-See, and Sanol, the three great- 
est trotters the world has yet produced, have thor- 
oughbred granddams, and we are indebted to you 
and the late Robert Alexander for teaching us that 
lesson.”’ 

Tho reporter asked Mr. Bonner what he 
thought Sunol might do in the future, and this 
was hisreply: ‘Trotting is an acquired gait; 
it must be practiced and learned, consequently 
a maiden cannot be expected to do as well as a 
mature horse. Goldsmith Maid, 2:14; Flora 
Temple, 2:19%, and Lady Suffolk, 2:26, all did 
their best when they were over sixteen years 
of age, and I expect Maud §&, now 
fifteen years old, to better her present 
record. Taking these facts into consideration, 
I should say that with everything favorable 
Sunol will beat anything Maud 8. can do when 
she shall reach the proper age. Her present 
achievement confirms me in my belief that 
crossing thoroughbred blood with a strain of 
Hawmbietonian breeds the best trotters.” 

Mr. Bonner will leave Sunol in California 
until next season, haping that she will beat her 
present record under the care of Trainer Mar- 
— and next Summer he expects to go to see 

er. . ‘ 


WHAT THEY THINK OF US. 





SOME IMPRESSIONS RECEIVED BY OUR 
* PAN-AMERICAN GUESTS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 11.—The journey of the 
Pan-Americans practically ending here, the 
various delegates were interviewed to-day re- 
garding their impressions. Judge José Alfonso, 
delegate from Chili, said that he had been 
most impressed with those industries which 
produce objects necessary te railways, of which 
Chill is constructing a great many. American 
flour mills had also claimed his attention, as 


Chili is a great producer of wheat. The com- 
merce of Chili with this country, which had 
fallen off, could be increased by better means 
of communication. Chili needs many of the 
proce of the United States, and trade would 

e fostered by the building of the talked-of rail- 
road through the three Americas. 

Gen. Bolet Peraza, from Venezuela, was 
most struck by American mechanical genius, 
which enables the United States to compete 
with the product of European lew wages. Freer 
trade between the Americas would follow im- 
proved communication. The trip had shown 
that all previous opinions regarding blood ana 
language being barriers to perfect understand- 
ing between nations were wrong. 

Mexican Minister Romero said he thought 
the international railroad a more feasible 
scheme than was generally believed and that it 
would be begun beforelong. He expected, be- 
fore he died, to go by rail from the City of Mex- 
ico to Buenos Ayres. 

Jacento Castellanos, from Salvador, said that 
the opening of the Nicaragua Canal would be a 
great boon to his country. Salvador traded 
with Europe because of cheaper freights and 
longer credits. 

Don Geronimo Zalaya, from Honduras, 
thought that the prosperity of this country was 
due to its iron industry acientifically appiied to 
the construction of machinery and railways. 
He favored the intercontinental railroad. 

Dr. Guzman, from Nicaragua, believed that 
his country’s trade with the United States 
would be increased one hundredfold as soon as 
his people learned how weil and cheaply this 
country produces what they want. 

F, C. C. Zegarra, from Peru, particularly ad- 
mired this country’s public school system and 
the excellence of its municipal organizations. 

Dr. Cruz, from Guatemala; J. F. Velarde, 
from Bolivia; Sefior Camano, from Ecuador, 
and other delegates also expressed themselves 
as delighted with all they had seen, and desir- 
ous of promoting feasible enterprises and su'p- 

orting national policies which would foster a 
a trade between their lands and the United 
states. 


SIR BACHE OUNARD’S SUIT, 

Sir Bache Cunard’s suit against Charles G. 
Francklyn for $3,000,000 was the first case 
called before Judge Ingraham in Part IV. of the 
Supreme Court. yesterday morning. Whitlock 
& Simonds appeared for Sir Bache Cunard and 


Butler, Stillman and Hubbard for Mr. Franck- 
lyn. They explained to Judge Ingraham that 
negotiations were in progress for a settlement 
of the case and asked that it be put over on the 
calendar for to-day, The court granted the re- 
quest. This sult was brought to recover 
money claimed to have been placed in Mr. 
Francklyn’s hands from time to time for 
investment by members of the Cunard family.

PREPARING THE INDICATOR INSTRU-~ 
MENTS AT THE NAVY YARD. 


The indicator instruments for use on the trial 
of the steel cruiser Baltimore are nearly ready 
for shipment. Allof yesterday a naval board 
was in session testing the instruments at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, and up to 4 P. M, twenty 
instruments out of twenty-four tested had been 
accepted, boxed, and sealed. The board con: 
sisted of Passed Assistaut Engineer George 
Cowie, Jr., Assistant Engineers Frank H. Conant 
and Joseph L. Wood, and the civil expert, Mr. 
Thomas Pray, Jr. The navy engineers of the 
board represented the Navy Department and 
Mr.. Pray the Cramps. The indicator instru- 
ments are all of Thompson’s make, and besides 


the twenty-four suppliea the Baltimore for the 
test, there will be three or four additional sets. 

The greatest care has to be exercised in the 
selecting of indicators, since they record errors 
the same as’a watch. The Baltimore on tbe 
coming trial will be run wholly for horse-power 
development. It be remembered that on 
the last offictal test the cruiser fell short of the 
contract 7,000 horse power, and in consequence 
the Cramps were liable to a forfeiture of 
$20,000. As a matter of fact, though, the cruis- 
er developed a speed on the low horse power 
which was truly marvelous, 80 much so that 
many were aud still are disinclined to bélieve 
in the accuracy of the logs used on that trial. 
The Cramps advanced various expianations of 
the failure of their vessel. One expianation that 
gained currency, but which was disavowed by 
the Cramps, was that there was a defect in the 
test of the indicator instruments at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard. 

It is expected that all the new instruments 
will be ready for shipment to Philadelphia to- 
day. They will be taken overin charge of As- 
sistant Engineer Woods and Mr. Thomas Pray, 
Jr. The instruments are the property of the 
Government, anid will be part of the Baltimore’s 
regular outfit. It is said that the Cramps are 
making strenuous efforts to obtain the required 
horse power outof the Baltimore.

WAR SHIPS IN THE WAY.

A BIG ALBANY TOW OBLIGED TO STOP 
HOURS IN THE NORTH RIVER. 


A formal complaint was made yesterday by 
the Hudson River Towing Companies against 
tne anchoring of the squadron of evolution in 
its present position. ‘the complaint was made 
to the anchorage officer of this port, and was to 
the effect that the first tow of yesterday made 
its appearance a little above Thirty-fifth-street 
at 3:30 A. M. The tide was running epb at the 
time, and in consequence all four ef the war- 
ships were taiied directly across the river. It 
would not have been quite so bad had the ves- 
sels been anchored in a iine, but as it was the 
Boston, Atlanta, and Yorktown formed a 


perfect echelon, while the big flagship Chicago 
occupied a position in the very centre of the 
channel, The Albany tow was fully a half mile 
in length, and was made up of canalboats and 
crafts loaded with grain. Hadone of these 
boats struck any of the war ships serious dam- 
age to something would have been the result. 
The pilots on the tow saw in the early morning 
gloom the anchor ligbts of the four war ships, 
and saw, too, that the positions of the vessels 
offered an effectual blockade to the whole river. 
There -~was nothing to do but stop, and for 
over four hours the tow remained at a stand- 
still, waiting until the tide should turn flood, 
when the swinging tendency of the tow would 
be considerably lessened by virtue of the ves- 
sels being compelled to breast the swift tide. 

lt is questionable whether the towing people 
have a right to take such long tows below 
Fifty-tfifth-street. Frequently these tows com- 
pel ferryboats to stand still for fifteen minutes 
or more, It has been argued time and again 
that the tows should be broken up into small 
detachments on reaching a point in the vicinity 
of Fifty-fifth-street. remges 

On the receipt of the complaint made by F. 
M. Vosburg, the anchorage patrol steamer was 
dispatched to the squadron to give notice to 
Admiral Walker of his menacing position to 
traflic and commerce. Representatives of the 
towing companies also took it upon themselves 
to call either on Admiral Walker or Capt. 
Robeson of the Chicago.

Whereas, Education in a broad sense is essential 
to a solution of the Indian problem; and,

awarded by the Government to contract schoois in 
charge of various religious bodies was, for the year 
ending June, 1889, $476,190, and of this amount 
the Catholic Church received $347,672, or nearly 
two ard three-fourth times the amount awarded to 
all other religious bodies; and, 

Whereas, ‘Che effect of this policy is to increase 
the contract schools in charge of the Homish 
Church, and. to diminish the attendance on schools 
maintained directly by the Govérnment; and, 

Whereas, The Church of Rome has declared itself 
hostile to the public school system of this land; 
thereforé, be it 

Resolwed, That we heneeily approve of the plan for. 
educating the American Indian recently outlined 
by Gen. Morgan, the Commissioner ‘of Indian Ar- 
fairs. His plan puts the responsibility of educat- 
ing these wards of the nation and fitting them for 
oitizenship directly upon the Government. It com. 
mends itself as the true American policy, of the 
separation of Church and State in such matters, 
and we hereby express our confidence in the ability 
of Commissioner Morgan to execute his plan. 


The Rev. Dr. Adams, who presented the above, 
declared the opposition to Gen. Morgan to be a 
political and Romish scheme.

Mayor Grant's office, before the Sinking Fund 

Commissioners, in regard to the company’s 

_ proposition to substitute cable for horse power. 

Mayor Grant, City Chamberlain Croker, and 

_ Controller Myers were the Commissioners pres- 

ent, and Elihu Root appeared for the company. 

There were also present Daniel 8. Lamont, Tax 

Commissioner Coleman, Lawson N. Fuller, 

Bridge Commissioner Schwab, Deputy Control- 

ler Storrs, Judge Leiceater Holme, and William 
Wharton of Philadelphia. 

The Mayor told Mr. Root that the Commis- 
sioners did not feel sure that they could em- 
power the company to make the change asked 

_for, but inasmuch as they had charge of the 
city’s revenues, they thought it would be well 
to hear what proposition the company had to 
make. Mr. Root sald that the company wanted 
to change the motive power on its main line 
from South Ferry to Central Park. The Legis- 
lature had passed an act giving the Railroad 
Commissioners the right to empower railroad 
companies to change their motive power, but 
while the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Com- 
pany was preparing to take advantage of the 
act, it learned that the city authorities had de- 
cided it unconstitutional. This opened the door 
to litigation, but that was not what the com- 


pany sought. It wanted to maké the change in 
‘harmony with both the city authorities and the 
Railroad Commissioners. It wanted to change 
from horses to a cable, and was not tied to auy 
articular cable system. At the same time it 
id favor a certain pian. 

“IT would like to ask you,” the Mayor said, 
“if the system you propose to build is noisy or 
comparatively silent.” 

“It 18 comparatively silent.” Mr. Root an- 
swered. “lt makes considerably less noise 
than the ordinary street car. It is the same 
system that has met with favor in Philadel- 

hia, and onthe north and west sides in Chi- 
‘Gago. Itis less noisy than the system used on 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street.” 
Mr. Root adaed that the company would be 
_ Willing to pay its pro-rata share of the cost of 
paving Broadway, and ailow the Commissioner 
of Public Works to do the work. It would agree 
to pay for keeping the pavement between the 
tracks, and fortwo feet on each side of them, 
in repair, and for the cost of removing any 
pipes or subways made necessary by laying the 
bed of the cable, It would put down any kind 
of rail thatthe city authorities would suggest. 

Mayor Grant raised a laugh when he asked, 
“Now as to speed. How is it that the claim is 
made that a cable car can cover a distance in 
less time than a horse car and not move any 
more rapidly than the horse car?’ 

‘«Much time is saved in the starting and stop- 
ping of the cable car,” Mr. Root replied. ‘*The 
time lost in getting a horse car under way is 
enormous. For a great part of its time the 
horse car is going at the rate of about one mile 

_ aphour. I believe that cable cars will run 
from Fifty-ninth-street to the Battery in as 
quick time as the elevated railroad. Onthe north 
side of Chicago I timed a run and found that it 
was at just the rate of speed of our elevated 
roads.” 

“With regard to lighting ‘the cars?” the 
Mayor asked. 

“ We intend to put in twenty-four -foot cars 
and have them lighted with either gas or elec- 
tricity.” : 

** How about compensation to the city?” _ 

‘“‘We are now,” answered Mr. Root, * payin 
the city more than any other street railroa 
company. We paid to the city last year $40,000 
rent for the use of the Broadway system; then 
there was 3 per cent. on the gross receipts, 
amounting to $32,231.55; tax on real estate, 
$11,655: personal tax, $30.163 55; track tax, 
$1,074 90; car license, $8,000, a total of $123,- 
759, to which must be added $14,000 the com- 
pany has paid for street cleaning, making a 
total of $137,75931. Since June 14, 1886, 
when the present company took charge of the 
lines, it has paid into the city Treasury $707,- 
654 37. The city is getting one-third of the en- 
tire —— of the road, and next June the city 
will be receiving 5 per cent. instead of 3 per 
cent. of the gross receipts.” 

Mr. Root thought it was reasonable to expect 
that travel on the cable road would be double 
that on the horse cars. That would bring the 
percentage on gross receipts to about $100,000, 
and with the other taxes would make a mini- 
mum total to ve paid to the city annually by 
the company of about $235,000. 

“Would you be willing,” the Mayor asked, 
“to gnarantee that, if the change asked for is 
made, the city’s receipts, exclusive of the minor 
taxes, will not fall below $150,000 per annum? 
I mean that the guarantee will last only as long 
as you are not subject to competition.” 

Mr. Root withdrew with Mr. Lamont for a few 
moments, and, on returning, said, ‘* lam author- 
ized to say that as long as we are free from com- 
petition we will give the cuarantee asked for, 
conditional on being allowed to build the road.” 

The Mayor again went over the various con- 
ditions 10 which Mr. Root had given consent, 
and Mr. Root again signitied his acquiescence 
in them. The Mayor promised te consult the 
commission as soon as possible and ascertain 
what could be done.

2. STATEMENT MADE BY THE NEW-YORK 
INDIAN ASSOCIATION. 


The seventh annual meeting of the New-York 
indian Association was held yesterday after- 
noon at the residence of Mrs. Theodore Irving, 
21 West Thirty-seeond-street, and was largely 
attended by ladies interested in the work of 
bringing the red men to a higher state of civili- 
zation and advancing the cause of Christianity 
amoung them. Mrs. Irving presided. 

The several reports read during the meeting 
showed the society to be in a healthy condition 
and making good headway fn its work. The 
present membership is 170. Eight monthly 
and two drawing-room meetings have been held 


during the year and $1,135 91 has been raised 
and partly expended in the work, a large ad- 
vance on last year’s donations. The statement 
was made during the meeting, to shuw the good 
results of the work during the past year, that 
the old Apache chief Geronimo, one of the most 
bloodthirsty and treacherous Indians of the 
present age, had embraced Caristianity, haa 
;thrown aside the scalping knife, and was act- 
ively engaged in Sunday school work aniong his 
fellow-red men.

THE RING OVERBDID IT. 


PLAIN EVIDENCES OF FRAUD IN THE 
ELECTION IN HUDSON COUNTY. 


The official returns for the election in Hudson 
County, N. J., last Tuesday are a general sur- 
prise all around. They give Leon Abbett for 
Governor 27,991 votes, which is more than any 
other man ever received in the county. His 
majority over Grubb in that county is 13,515, 
which is far more than any other candidate this 
year received. The Governors most ardent 
Rupporters had not expected near so large 
& majority, while many of his opponents did 
not believe he would receive any majority in 
the county at all. Last year the Democratic 
Electoral ticket received 27,609 votes and a 
majority over the Republican tieket in the 
county of 8,169. That was considered so great 
@ majority that an especial celebration was got- 
ten up in honor of it. . Yet Mr. Abbett now 
passes it by over 5,000. 

The most popular candidate on the Demo- 
cratic county ticket this year received 10,831 
plurality—nearly 3,000 less than Abbett re- 
ceived. The least popular candidate received 
4,219 plurality, or 9,000 less than Abbett. If it 
were assumed that the vote as announced was 
the honest expresaion of the voters’ preference 
it would indicate that the anti-ring Democrats, 
who bolted the ring’s local nominations, but 
who did not bolt Abbett, made a difference on 
the average of the cadidates of about 6,000 
votes. That is a voting power not tobe de- 
spised. But if it was the anti-ring Democracy 
that kept the majority of the looal candidates 
in Hudson County below Abbett’s majority, peo- 

le ask, How does it happen that these candi- 
tates still received the full average Democratic 
majority of tae county ? What has so swollen the 
vote of the ring Democracy in Hudson County 
in the last year that it can lose 3.000 voters 
without that loss making any showing in their 
election returns ? 

The truth is that few people seriously pre- 
tend that the vote as announced was the honest 
expression of the voters’ will. The belief is 
widespread that the figures were so manipu- 
lated that the result really bears very little re- 
lation to the votes honestly cast. Svores of in- 
stances are mentioned in the different-precincts 
that point to gross fraud as unerringly as cir- 
cumstantial evidence can do so, Repeating was 
carried on extensively, men voted on other 
men’s names, men voted in precincts in which 
they had no residence. Every anti-ring man 
one meets in Jersey City has instances of this 
kind to relate. The partisan Boards of Election 
and the partisan police allowed no effective 
watch of the vote or count to be kept, and there 
is no moral doubt that the ballot boxes were 
tampered with very extensively. 

The ring had apparently made preparations 
for fraud on a great scale, expecting that in 
some places it would be prevented. But the in- 
terference was less than they expected, and the 
result of their watchfulness and their devices 
was toreturn a bigger vote than they looked 
for. They fairly overdid the business, falsify- 
ing Many more returns than were necessary to 
SUCCES. ' ° 

The opponents of the ring are all convinced 
of the great frauds, but the remedy is not plain. 
The Senate is the only branch ofthe Govern- 
ment through which Republicans can operate. 
It is the only branch -which can be expected to 
interest itself actively in Hudson County abuses. 
These abuses are perpetrated in the name of 
the Democratic Party, and a Democratic Gov- 
ernor or Assembly would be embarrassed in 
dealing with them. But the ‘Demovratic Gov- 
ernor-elect and Legislature-elect are pleaged to 
ballot reform, and if a thorough measure is 

romptly enacted that promises to secure real- 
y fair and honest elections it will go far to 
allay the present aiscontent. 





NEW MEN DEHSILED, 


PROPERTY OWNERS’ LAWYERS OBJECT 
TO OLD COMMISSIONERS. 


Judge Andrews’s court room. was closely 
packed yesterday with the lawyers for the 
property owners who want damages from the 
elevated road. The counsel for the elevated 
had given notice of motions to have the testi- 
mony upon the property owners’ objections 
taken before the court, and, moreover, to have 
some of the commissions appointed at once. 
Among the counsel for the property owners 
present were Coudert Brothers, Jay & Candler, 


Cannon & Atwater, Peckham & Tyler, Sackett 
& Bennett, Louis L. Delatield, James B. Lud- 
low. John Chapman, Brown & Purdy, Hillwing 
& Shoudy, E. D. Hawkins, G. Willett Van Nest, 
Bianchard, Gay & Phelps, and Leo C. Dessar. 

Mr. Dessar alone of the counsel, as far as 

could be learned, had consented to the appoint- 
ment of the old Commissioners of 1888. 
W. G. Peckham entered an objection on be- 
half of the American Bank Note Company and 
aboug one hundred other property owners 
against the reappointment of the old commis- 
sion. He said he specifically objected to the 
appointment of Mr. Armstrong because he had 
olfices in the same building with the elevated, 
and because of the alleged intimacy of his re- 
lations with the officers of the elevated. It was 
also asserted privately that many of the awards 
of the 1888 commission of Judge Andrews 
were only from one-tenth to one-fifth of the 
various judgments of the courts on more or less 
similar property. Various objections and ex- 
ceptions were also filed by Messrs. Delafield, 
Van Nest, Bennett, and Blanchard. 

Judge Andrews had expected to finish the 
taking of the preliminary testimony on the pre- 
liminary objections some time ago. Four days 
were set apart to finish the four hundred cases, 
at the rate of one hundred perday. ‘he taking 
of this testimony has already proceeded for 
about two weeks. So far only thirty-five of the 
four hundred cases have been touched, and moet 
of those, as was stated by Mr. Davies, are still 
in an incomplete condition as to the preliminary 
points of the preliminary objections.

“BAD FOR THB LBAGUE. 


“MR,  AMMIDOWN’S RESIGNATION A 
BLOW TO HIGH PROTECTIONISTS. 


Nothing that has happened since the organiza- 
‘tion of the American Protective Tariff League 
had such a bad effect upon that organization as 
the resignation of Edward H. Ammidown from 
its Presidency. The announcement of Mr. Am- 
midown’s resignation in THE TIMES some weeks 
ago elicited a multitude of inquiries from this 
class of members addressed to the league, to 
the Woolen Goods Association, and to Mr. Am- 
midown himself. All were anxious to know 


why the man who had for so many years been 
the mainstay and support of the organization 
should withdraw just before an impending 
election. 

The resigdation was peremptory, and .was to 
take effect on or before Nov. 10, thue affording 
the league ample time for the selection of a 
successor to Mr. Ammidown, But the organ- 
ization is still without an official head, and is 
apparently having great difficulty in finding a 
man who in all respects would fill his place. 

Mr. Ammidown wasthe Moses of the move- 
ment for the tariff on wool, and it 18 freely de- 
clared that his resignation was insisted upon 
by him as a@ protest against the extremes to 
which the league, or the wool growers in the 
‘league, seemed determined, to carry the very 
theory that he had been among the first to ad- 
vocate. 

One of the officers of the Woolen Goods As- 
sociation, which is composed of manufacturers 
and their selling agents, many of whom have 
Tecently come out boldly for the repeal of 
the duties on raw wool, said that the American 
Protective Tariff League would find it extreme- 
ly difficult to find a woolen manufacturer to 
take its Presidency. 

“The fact is undeniable,” said he, ‘that the 
manufacturers are clear out of sympathy with 
the agitation of the wool growers for an in- 
crease in the dutics on raw wool, and the league 
is so largely ‘committed to the wool growers’ 
programme that it has lost the support of some 
of ite strongest members. Having no practical 
experience, the politicians in the league have 
argued that if a wool tariff is a good thing an 
increased wool tariff would be a better thing. 
They have seen importations of wool increase 
in spite of the increased tariff, and have con- 
cluded that the ,tariff is not large enough. 
Their wants will never be satisfied until 
the tariff barrier is built so high 
that importations will be prevented altogether. 
But the manufacturers are wise enough to 
foresee in such & programme the practical sup- 
pression and destruction of their business, 
They know full well that the country would 
never stand such an imposition as an increase 
in times of peace and plenty in the cost of arti- 
cles of clothing. But the league has committed 
itself to a tariff on wool and can take no back- 
ward step without stultification; gt least that 
is what the politicians think, and they are still 
hopeful of finding a manufacturer whose views 
have not changed under the educational cam- 


paign. : 
in this itis becoming more apparent every 
day that they will be disappointed. Such ut- 
terances as those of Jesse Metcalf of Provi- 
dence in the Providence Journal last week 
more nearly express the prevailing sentiment 
among mannafacturers than does the Protective 
Tariff League, and since the issue has been 
ractically joined, it is an unavoidable deduc- 
ion that the league must lose the support of 
the wool manufacturers. The resultof the vote 
in Ohio iast Tuesday shows, furthermore, that 
light is breaking in upon the wool growers 
themselves, and they are depending less upon 
the misleading adviees of Delano, Lawrence, 
Harpster, and the rest of the ‘woolly poli- 
tictans’ of Ohio, than they are upon the counsels 
of their natural allies, the woolen manufact- 
urers. The fightis on beyond question, and it 
will not cease until the wool tariff is wiped out, 
evenif the Protective Tariff League has to go 
down in the struggle.” 


BY MUTUAL CONSENT. 


WHY DR. TIFFANY LEFT 8T. JAMES’S 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


The recent change in pastors at St. James’s 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Madison-avenue 
and One Hundred and Twenty-sixth-streot, 
has aroused considerable comment among 
the citizens of Harlem. It is an extremely 
rare occurrence for, a Methodist church to 


change pastors in the middle of the year. 
The itinerary system, as a general thing, pre- 
vents impatience on the side of either pastor or 
congregation. In the case of the Rev. Dr. Tif- 
fany, however, who has recently lett St 
James's Church, and who has been replaced by 
the Rev. Dr. ii E. Price, from Minneapolis, the 
usual custom has beenignored. The Rev. Dr. 
Tiffany had held the pastorate of ‘St. James’s 
Church since the Spring of 1888, and was re- 
assigned to his charge last April. Now, when 
but six months of his present year have ex- 
pired, he is replaced by Dr. Price, who filled the 
pulpit for the first time on Sunday. 

There have been for some time hints of disa- 
greement between Dr. Tiffany and the members 
of his flock, A member of the church saia yes- 
terday that Dr. ‘Viffany’s ideas were perhaps a 
little too favorable to a lavish outlay of money 
to suit his church. He was dissatistied with 
$3.600 per year as @ salary, and was granted 

0O more as a special favor, besides being 
allowed the use of the pretty little brownstone 
parsonage. 

Dr. Tiffany is said also to have been discon- 
tented with this parsonage as a dwelling, and 
had suggested thatit be converted into an old 
ladieés’ home, while the house next to it. a 
much larger and more showy mansion, be given 
to him as a parsonage. He wanted also to have 
money expended for the decoration of the 
church and several other things, which the 
church did not feel disposed to attempt. 

An infiuential member of the church and of 
the Board of Trustees said yesterday in ex- 
planation of the change: “It was something 
which was desired both by the doctor and by 
the congregation, and the eonclusion to part 
was reached amicably and with the best of 
feeling on both sides. The reason the change 
took place at this time instead of at the end of 
the year was because the conference under 
which our now pastor, Dr. Price, was assigned 
makes its changes in the Fall instead of in the 
Spring, as the New-York Conference does. We 
came to the conelusion to change pastors nearly 
six months ago and we called Dr. Price by ad- 
vice of people in whom we have the greatest 
confidence. By our desire the Western Confer- 
ence assigned Dr. Price to us, 

‘There is no reason for saying, as some peo- 

le have said, that our church is in any way 
Fieunitea or separated into cliques. I think 
the prmment change would be approved by a 
nearly unanimous vote. The real reason of the 
change is perhaps expressed best by saying 
that our having Dr. Tiffany here was acase of 
misfit. He is a zrand man and a good preacher, 
and personally we liked him,”

LOOSE METHODS OF THE DOOK 

Ay DEPARTMENT. * 

POINTS REVEALED BY THE INVESTIGA- 
TION OF THE LEASE OF PIER 55 
EAST RIVER—IS O’BRIEN A MYTH? 

Before the Commissioners of Accounts yester- 
day Corporation Counsel Clark continued his 


search for facts that would lead to establishing 
the identity of Thomas O’Brien, the client of ex- 


Civil Justice Keliy, against whom a suit by the, 


city is pending for damages on account of his 
violation of ‘the terms of a pier leasehold. The 
only success attending the hunt was more evi- 
dence that Thomas O'Brien is a myth, and that 
the actual lessee of Pier 55 East River was Kelly 
himself. Incidentally the. Commissioners of 
Accounts found that there is great necessity for 
reform in the Dock Department. 

The hearing was resumed at 11 o’clock yes- 
terday morning in the office of the Commission- 
ers, on the third floor of the Stewart Building. 
‘William L, Smyth was recalled. He is the Al- 
bany County man who came here with letters 
of introduction from Father Justin of the Chris- 
tian Brothers and Edward Murphy, Chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee. He want- 
ed a pier to use for the ice business, and got ex- 
Justice Kelly to bid in the lease of Pier 55 for 
$1,000. The name of Thomas O’Brien was used 


as lessee, so Smyth testified last week, because- 


he (Smyth) did not wish rival ice dealers to 
know that he was a bidder. Tne lease was 
never transferred. It was prepared by ex- 
Justice Kelly, and two attachés—Boyle and 
Worms—of his court signed the document as 
sureties. The whole transaction was apparent- 
ly conducted outside the Dock Department for 
the benetit of Kelly and his clients. 

Smyth testified yesterday that he never paid 
Kelly a doilar in the dock transaction. He 
was asked as to the whereabouts of his book- 
keeper, William O’Brien, whom the subpoena 
Server of the Corporation Counsel could not 
find. Smyth said he saw this O’Brien in a saloon 
on Grand-street on Sunday. With this clue the 
Corporation Counsel at once dispatched his 
subpena server, who unexpectedly found the 
missing bookkeeper. 

Wililam O’Brien said he was no longer in 
Smyth’semploy. He remembered making an 
entry in the ledger under date of May 4, 1887, 
to this effect: ** Paid $1,000 by check to Will- 
iam H. Kelly.” This entry, the witness said, 
was made by order of Smyth, and was under- 
stood to be a payment on the pier account. 
Smyth said he was bound to pay Kelly $2,500, 
and the witness remembered that the balance 
of the amount ($1,500) was paid in notes made 
by Smyth. All Kelly paid for the lease of the 
we! was $1,000, the upset price marked by the 

ock Commissioners. This witness never met 
Thomas O’Brien and @id not know there was 
such a person. Smyth was paid about $800a 
year in wharfage, so that his rent roll was re- 
duced to about $200. Pier 55 is one-sided. A 
two-sided pier near it is rented for $850 per an- 
num. Piers below 55 bring $3.000 and $4,000 
rent. The witness was asked about Smyth’s 
coal company and he said he always supposed 
> wae composed of Smyth, Peter Butterly, and 

elly. ‘ 

Governeur Kemble of 40 West Fifty-seventh- 
street testified that he was Secretary of the 
Dock Board. Mayor Hewitt got him the place 
jin the Dock Department. He was appointed in 
May, 1887, after the O’Brien leasé was exe- 
cuted. He believed until recently that O’Brien 
was the lessee of Pier 55 and wondered why he 
did not pay attention to notices sent him by ai- 
rection of the Doard. At the same time he 
always sent notices to ex-Justice Kelly by direc- 
tion of the board and ex-Justice Kelly invaria- 
bly responded in person. The witness never 
met O’Brien. 

The Corporation Counsel asked Secretary 
Kemble many questions about the Dock Depart- 
ment, but the replies not being satisfactory the 
witness was Instructed to reappear to-day with 
the rent roll of the department and the official 
proceedings of the board. 

_Peter Butterly, the partner of Smyth and 
Kelly, was called as a witness, but the investi- 
gators did not discover in him a mine of in- 
formation. He said he .was introduced to 
Smyth by Kelly, and supposed that Smyth was 
the lessee of the pier. The witness testified that 
he had seen Thomas O’Brien, but the desorip- 
tion he gave of him was too. vague for use. 
Butterly sald that he and Kelly and Smyth 
formed a coal company, but didn’t make any 
money out of the enterprise. 

Commissioner Matthews of the Dock Board 
gave enough testimony as to the way it is run 

o show that there is great room for improve- 
ment. Sureties sign pier leases who ure un- 
known to the Commissioners, The Commission- 
er admitted that he didn’t know Boyle and 
Worws, sureties for Thomas O’Brien. Ye don’t 
know O’Brien either. Kelly always appeared” 
for O’Brien and made excuses for not keeping 
the pier in repair. Under the system practiced 
in the Dock Department “aummy” leasehold- 
ers and “straw” bordsmen are possible. 
Commissioner Matthews deplored the condition 
of affairs, but did not see how the city could be 
protected under the existing system. 

The witness said that there were twelve dock- 
masters, A dishonest man in that position can 
steal. The only way to find how many of the 
dockmasters are dishonest would be to employ 
detectives to watch them. 

The investigation will be continued this morn- 
ing at 10:30 o’clock. A fresh subpvena was yes- 
terday served on William L. Smyt
